Each  student  should  give  attention  to  the  following:

4.  Vocal  and  Instru- 

mental    Music 18.00         (  6.00  each  Quarter) 

5.  Board  and  room  $11.00  per  month. 

All  fees  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each  Quarter.  Money  will 
not  be  refunded  to  students  leaving  school,  excepc  for  good  reasons. 
Remittance  in  payment  of  bills  should  be  sent  by  postoffice  money 
order  or  registered  letter,  and  made  payable  to  the  Principal  and 
not  to  the  student. 

All  students  who  room  in  the  Dormitory  will  be  expected  to  pay 
board,  room  rent,  and  lights  as  stated  above. 


TUITION 

Tuition  in  the  Normal  School  Department  is  free  to  those  who 
live  in  North  Carolina  and  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of 
North  Carolina.  Those  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $16.00 
tuition.  The  school  is  sustained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teach- 
ers for  the  public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who 
take  advantage  of  the  school  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  shall 
pay  the  tuition  charges. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  expenses  of  the  school. 

All  students,  whether  boarders  or  day  pupils,  must  pay  at  least 
one  month's  expenses  and  the  annual  fees  before  they  can  be 
registered. 

All  students  are  required  to  give  at  least  one  hour  of  service  to 
the  school  each  day,  or  its  equivalent. 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  entering  for  the  new  year. 

Students  must  pay  for  any  damage  to  furniture  or  buildings  re- 
sulting from  carelessness. 

The  school  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  four  weeks  each.  No 
student  who  is  behind  on  the  books  for  more  than  15  days  will  be 
admitted  into  the  dining  hall  or  classes,  unless  permission  is  given 
by  the  Principal. 

Some  of  the  young  ladies  who  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory  may 
reduce  their  expenses  by  washing  dishes  and  waiting  on  tables 
regularly. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  AND  COURSES 
OF  STUDY 


NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  of  the  institution  is  being  made  more  and  more 
a  real  Normal  School.  It  is  designed  to  prepare  teachers  for  the 
public  schools  of  the  State.  The  school  includes  the  practice  school 
department  and  a  Supervisor  of  the  same. 

Three  things  especially  are  undertaken  in  this  department: 

1.  Grounding  the  students  in  the  common  school  branches,  with 
special  reference  to  teaching  these  subjects; 

2.  Acquainting  them  with  the  most  approved  facts  of  the  history 
and  science  and  art  of  education; 

3.  Illustrating  in  the  practice  school  for  the  benefit  of  the  young 
teacher  the  fact  thus  learned. 

Our  constant  effort  is  to  give  the  student  such  a  well  rounded 
culture  of  head,  hand,  and  heart  as  should  ever  enable  the  indus- 
trious and  conscientious  teacher  to  do  his  best  in  assuming  and 
discharging  the  weighty  responsibilities  of  his  great  calling. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  management  to  make  this  department  of 
the  institution  more  and  more  professional,  bringing  it  up  as  rapidly 
as  possible  to  the  grade  of  the  standard  normal  schools  of  the 
country. 

It  is  proposed,  under  the  supervision  of  the  representative  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  to  give  the  State  a  real  Normal 
School — such  as  will  command  the  respect  of  the  promoters  of  edu- 
cational science  and  practice  at  home  and  abroad. 

This  department  will  offer  courses  in  sewing,  cookery,  household 
economics,  etc.,  for  girls;  carpentry,  agriculture  (including  dairy- 
ing), bricklaying,  plastering,  etc.,  for  boys. 

THE   MUSICAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  offers  special  advantages  for  studying  piano  and 
public  school  music. 
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A  choir  has  been  formed  among  the  best  singers  for  the  purpose 
of  studying  choral  music,  and  rendering  cantatas  and  operettas  from 
time  to  time,  as  well  as  leading  in  the  chapel  service. 

A  CHRISTIAN  SCHOOL 

While  this  school  is  a  State  institution  and  is  not  under  the  care 
of  any  religious  denomination,  it  is  positively  Christian.  The  in- 
stitution is,  in  a  sense,  interdenominational  rather  than  undenomi- 
national. The  religious  training  of  the  pupils  is,  therefore,  by  no 
means  neglected.  Devotional  exercises  are  held  in  the  chapel  every 
school  day  and  on  the  Sabbath.  Besides  the  Sabbath  school  and 
Y.  W.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  services,  prayer-meeting  is  held  every  Wednes- 
day after  school  and  every  Sunday  night.

In  the  practice  and  observation  work  the  presence  of  a  critic 
teacher  gives  the  practice  teacher  the  benefit  of  helpful  supervision 
and  the  opportunity  of  being  helped  on  specific  and  general  school 
work  daily.  Each  practice  teacher  must  prepare  outlines  of  the 
subjects  she  teaches,  which  will  set  forth  the  method  and  purpose  of 
her  work.     She  will  be  aided  by  the  critic  teacher. 


PRACTICE  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

Observation  and  Practice  Teaching 

The  time  each  graduate  student  spends  in  the  Practice  School  is 
equivalent  to  sixty  minutes.  At  times  the  student-teacher  is  put 
in  charge  of  the  Practice  School,  in  order  that  she  may  have  prac- 
tice in  managing  a  whole  school. 

Coarse  of  Study 

It  is  sometimes  necessary,  on  account  of  the  poor  preparation  of 
those  who  apply  for  entrance  to  the  classes  of  the  normal  schools, 
to  have  a  good  primary  and  preparatory  school  in  connection  with 
each  normal.  It  is  also  necessary  to  have  such  a  school  in  which 
candidates  for  graduation  from  the  normal  schools  can  be  required 
to  teach  prior  to  graduation.  Therefore,  all  candidates  for  gradua- 
tion will  be  required  to  teach  in  the  Practice  School. 

The  course  of  study  for  the  elementary  school  of  seven  grades  is 
the  same  as  that  required  in  the  State's  public  school  system. 

Manual  Training-  for  Boys 

As  soon  as  possible  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  have  a  building 
constructed  here  which  will  be  used  for  boys  and  young  men  who 
may  attend  this  institution.

Domestic  Science 

There  is  no  vocation  in  which  young  women  may  be  more  useful 
than  in  the  profession  of  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art.  Those 
who  qualify  for  this  work  are  greatly  in  demand  as  teachers,  cooks, 
seamstresses,  and  housekeepers.  They  may  preside  over  their  own 
homes  as  well  as  others  with  greater  efficiency  and  dignity. 

Each  class  receives  instruction  in  making  a  kitchen  fire,  in  clean- 
liness, dish-washing,  care  of  the  kitchen,  and  serving.  The  instruc- 
tion outlined  above  is  given  in  conjunction  with  the  preparation 
of  meals,  etc. 


TEACHER-TRAINING  COURSES 

Normal  Department 

THIRD  YEAR 

1.  Child  Study:  The  study  of  the  child  mind  in  its  relation  to  the 

teacher's  work. 

2.  Methods  of  Teaching:  A  careful  review  of  the  common  school 

branches  (Grades  1-7),  with  a  study  of  methods  of  presentation. 

3.  Practice  Teaching:  The  student  has  both  observation  and  prac- 

tice in  the  Practice  School  Department. 

4.  Public  School  Music:   Public  school  music  is  important,  there- 

fore Practice  School  teachers  should  have  a  good  knowledge 
of  it  and  teach  the  same  to  their  pupils. 

FOURTH  YEAR 

1-.  Social  and  Economic  Studies:  Emphasis  on  the  relation  between 
education  and  social  and  economic  problems,  especially  as  they 
apply  to  the  Negro.  Class-room  work  to  be  supplemented  by 
visits  to  other  schools  and  surveys  of  various  community  condi- 
tions of  the  city  and  nearby  rural  territory. 

2.  History  of  Education:  Monroe's  Brief  Course  in  the  History  of 

Education  or  another.  Showing  the  course  of  events  in  educa- 
tion leading  up  to  our  present  system. 

3.  Methods  of  Teaching:  Similar  to  2  of  the  first  year,  but  to  be 

applied  to  Grades  5  to  7  inclusive. 

4.  Practice  Teaching:    Students  will  be  given  opportunity  to  do 

substitute  work  in  the  Practice  School.  During  the  year  each 
student  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  take  full  charge  of  a 
school  or  class  for  a  week  or  more  at  a  time. 

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS  COURSES 

The  course  in  Household  Arts  aims  to  make  the  6tudent  familiar 
with  the  best  and  most  economical  methods  of  home-making  and 
housekeeping  and  trains  students  to  teach  Household  Arts. 


ELIZABETH  CITY,  NORTH  CAROLINA  15 

The  course  of  study  includes  cookery,  advanced  cookery,  and  serv- 
ing; dietetics  and  invalid  cookery,  sewing  and  drafting,  dressmak- 
ing, art  needle  work  and  textiles,  physiology  and  home  nursing, 
household  management,  organization  and  equipment,  art  decoration, 
food  study,  general  science,  observation  and  practice  teaching  and 
professional  subjects. 

Cookery:  This  course  includes  lectures,  the  care  of  the  kitchen 
and  its  furnishings;  the  principles  of  cookery;  the  selection  and  com- 
bination of  foods  for  the  body;  food  production  and  manufacture, 
and  the  preservation  of  foods. 

Advanced  Cookery  and  Table  Service:  This  course  provides  for 
the  planning  of  menus  and  the  preparation  of  meals  to  be  served  by 
the  members  of  the  class;  in  table  service,  the  intelligent  buying  of 
glass,  china,  and  linen  is  considered;  the  laying  of  the  table,  includ- 
ing decorations;  serving  breakfasts,  dinners,  luncheons,  and  teas; 
suitable  dress  and  the  care  of  the  dining-room  and  pantry. 

Dietetics  and  Invalid  Cookery:  Dietetics  is  studied  in  order  to 
understand  the  relation  of  food  to  the  body  in  health  and  disease 
and  to  teach  the  scientific  principles  underlying  food  preparation 
and  their  practical  application  to  the  needs  of  the  body.  Diets  for 
different  diseases  are  studied,  also  the  feeding  of  infants  and  young 
children.  In  invalid  cookery  the  principles  of  dietetics  are  devel- 
oped and  the  food  values  of  ordinary  foods  are  determined.  Elemen- 
tary chemistry  is  a  prerequisite  to  this  course. 

Sewing:  This  subject  provides  a  practical  course  in  the  elementary 
phases  of  needle  work,  beginning  with  the  simplest  forms  and 
leading  to  the  making  of  appropriate  wearing  apparel.  The  work 
includes  the  use  and  application  of  the  eighteen  primary  stitches 
employed  in  handwork  and  implements  necessary  for  sewing. 

Drafting:  The  Snow  system  of  cutting  and  drafting  is  used;  a 
suit  of  undergarments  and  a  wash  dress  are  made.  The  student  is 
taught  the  use  and  care  of  the  sewing  machine. 

Dressmaking:  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  art  of 
dressmaking.  This  includes  the  drafting  and  designing  of  patterns, 
also  the  cutting  and  making  of  dresses.  The  use  of  copyrighted 
patterns  is  considered. 

Art  Needle  Work  :  It  is  planned  to  give  a  knowledge  of  design 
and  its  application,  also  to  give  skill  in  fine  needle  work  in  the 
making  of  garments  and  household  furnishings.  The  following 
lines  of  work  are  taught:  Design  as  applied  to  material  and  its 
adaptation  to  particular  kinds  of  needle  work,  and  needle-work 
stitches,  as  hemstitching,  fancy  darning,  applique,  cross-stitching, 
scallops  and  dots,  eyelet  embroidery,  French  embroidery,  drawn 
work,  and  crocheting. 

Millinery:  The  purpose  of  millinery  is  to  develop  skill  in  the 
handling  of  materials  and  to  create  a  taste  in  their  selection.    Fall 
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and  spring  millinery  includes  frame  making,  remodeling  an  old 
hat,  making  a  new  one,  renovating  and  cleaning  velvet,  felt,  feathers, 
and  ribbon. 

Design:  This  course  includes  training  in  the  general  principles 
of  design. 

Textiles:  In  this  course  provision  is  made  for  a  study  of  the  de- 
velopment of  industries  pertaining  to  the  domestic  arts,  viz.: 
weaving,  spinning,  and  a  closer  study  of  the  four  textile  fabrics — 
cotton,  wool,  flax,  and  silk.  This  study  includes  a  discussion  of 
fibers,  methods  of  manufacturing,  the  process  of  weaving  and  dye- 
ing, and  selection  of  materials  according  to  their  wearing  qualities 
and   suitability  for  garments. 

Physiology:  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  functions 
of  the  various  organs  of  the  human  body  with  special  reference  to 
the  physiology  of  nutrition  and  the  maintenance  of  a  healthy 
organism. 

Home  Nursing:  In  this  course  the  students  are  taught  the  home 
care  of  the  sick;  the  location  and  care  of  the  sick-room;  what  to  do 
in  case  of  accident  until  the  doctor  comes  and  how  to  assist  him,  and 
the  use  of  a  few  simple  remedies. 

Household  Management:  Under  this  head  various  topics  are  con- 
sidered, as  house  sanitation,  cleaning  and  cleaning  agents,  care  of 
materials,  relation  of  income  to  expenditure,  the  systematic  arrange- 
ment of  household  duties  and  business  methods. 

Organization  and  Equipment:  This  course  has  as  its  aim  the 
working  out  of  the  relation  of  the  domestic  science  subjects  to  the 
home,  the  organization  of  a  course  of  study,  and  a  careful  consid- 
eration of  equipment. 

Food  Study:  The  design  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of 
the  foodstuffs  and  to  show  how  dietary  conditions  may  be  improved. 
This  leads  to  intelligent  selection,  combination,  and  preparation  of 
foods  and  to  a  thorough  understanding  of  physiological  requirements 
of  food  in  the  body.

A  NEW  REGULATION 

In  order  to  increase  efficiency  on  the  part  of  both  the  instructor 
and  the  student  the  following  regulations  should  be  observed: 

No  teacher  should  be  given  more  than  five  lessons  per  day  or 
twenty-five  per  week  that  require  preparation. 

That  the  course  of  study  for  graduation  require  only  four  lessons 
a  day  requiring  preparation,  and  one  not  to  be  prepared. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8:55  a.  m.  to  9:20  aj  m.  The  exercises 
consist  of  singing,  Scripture  reading,  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The 
Faculty  as  well  as  the  students  attend  these  exercises,  in  which  all 
find  pleasure  and  profit.  No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from 
the  opening  exercises.    An  attentive,  respectful  attitude  is  required. 

Prayer-Meeting  .—On.  Wednesdays,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer-meeting. 
This  meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the 
school  vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meet- 
ings of  the  school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are 
encouraged  to  take  part  in  the  meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us 
all  on  a  level,  inl  a  way  Which  no  other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepen- 
ing the  moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body. 
These  meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Every 
student  is  expected  to  be  a  member  of  these  associations  and  to  be 
in  regular  attendance  upon  them  on  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the  stu- 
dents, but  under  the  supervision  of  the  (teachers.  It  affords  the 
students  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The 
society  meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program. 
The  meetings  of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  bene- 
ficial. 

Athletic  Association. — The  students  have  an  athletic  association, 
which  is  well  attended  and  officered  by  the  student  body.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  Faculty  is  Director  of  the  Association. 


REGULATIONS 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectable,  orderly,  and  well  behaved 
at  all  times.     Indeed,  every  student  is  taught  to  be  polite. 

Students  must  make  good  all  damage  done  to  furniture  or  build- 
ings resulting  from  carelessness. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship in  an  institution,  students  must  conform  strictly  to  habits  of 
truthfulness  and  honesty  in  purpose,  action,  and  work. 

Profanity,  playing  cards  or  billiards,  hanging  on  the  corners  of 
streets  or  in  public  places,  or  associating  with  persons  who  do  these 
things,  and  everything  of  an  immoral  tendency,  are  strictly  for- 
bidden under  penalty  of  suspension.  The  institution  does  not  tol- 
erate dancing  and  note  writing. 

No  sltudent  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  who  keeps  or  uses 
firearms  while  he  is  attending  school.    Let  them  remain  at  home. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  of  clothing,  and  person,  proper  attention  to 
order  and  system  in  and  out  of  school,  and  faithfulness  to  duty, 
are  required  of  all  students. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  and  to  all 
duties'  of  the  institution  is  required  of  every  student. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  school,  Young  Men's 
and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  and  preaching  at 
11  a.  m.  each  Sabbath,  or  alt  other  times  when  so  directed. 

Students  should  have  all  their  mail,  express  packages,  and  freight 
addressed  to  the  State  Normal  School,  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C. 

All  students  must  obtain  permission  to  leave  the  dormitory  or 
campus.     Lady  students  musft  not  be  out  after  dark. 

All  students  and  teachers  are  expected  to  attend  the  chapel  exer- 
cises and  prayer-meeting. 

Students  who  have  not  done  satisfactory  work  in  the  Third- Year 
Class,  and  whose  conduct  has  not  been  commendable,  will  not  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Fourth- Year  Class  during  the  first  year  of 
such  an  effort. 

Every  student  should  try  faithfully  to  attend  school  180  days 
each  year. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  every  student  to  make  his  or  her  conduct 
perfect. 

Every  student  should  read  the  Bible  daily  and  prayerfully.

IMPORTANT  STATEMENTS 

All  students  must  purchase  text-books.  Please  bring  from  $5.00  to 
$8.00  for  books.  Every  student  must,  pay  $2.00  entrance  fee  the  day 
she  or  he  enters  school.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order 
that  we  may  have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  depart- 
ment. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  dormitory  should  bring 
three  sheets,  three  pillow-cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers, 
parasol,  warm  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  girls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth  City 
will  room  and  board  in  the  girls'  dormitory  and  furnish  their 
rooms. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  work,  which 
will  reduce  their  board  bill. 

Enter  school  on  the  first  day  and  remain  until  (the  session  closes. 

The  day  on  ivhich  each  student  enters  school  she  will  be  ex- 
pected to  pay  for  the  first  month's  board.  At  the  expiration  of 
twenty-eight  days  thereafter  board  will  be  due  again,  and  so  on 
until  ithe  session  closes.  In  other  words,  board  will  be  due  at  be- 
ginning of  each  month. 

Twenty-eight  days  makes  a  hoarding  month.  The  small  fees 
which,  students  pay  will  not  be  refunded. 

Lady  teachers  should  bring  bed  linen,  blankets,  towels,  etc. 

The  sixth  and  seventh  grades  are  now  a  part  of  the  Practice 
School  Department. 

Practice  School  pupils  will  pay  as  follows:  1,  2,  3,  $1.50  per

A  Dormitory  for  boys  and  a  building  for  the  Practice  School  will 
soon  be  built.

All  fees  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each  Quarter.  Money  will 
not  be  refunded  to  students  leaving  school,  except  for  good  reasons. 
Remittance  in  payment  of  bills  should  be  sent  by  postoffice  money 
order  or  registered  letter,  and  made  payable  to  the  Principal  and 
not  to  the  student. 

All  students  who  room  in  the  Dormitory  will  be  expected  to  pay 
board,  room  rent,  and  lights  as  stated  above. 


TUITION 

Tuition  in  the  Normal  School  Department  is  free  to  those  who 
live  in  North  Carolina  and  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of 
North  Carolina.  Those  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $16.00 
tuition.  The  school  is  sustained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teach- 
ers for  the  public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who 
take  advantage  of  the  school  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  shall 
pay  the  tuition  charges. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  expenses  of  the  school. 

All  students,  whether  boarders  or  day  pupils,  must  pay  at  least 
one  month's  expenses  and  the  annual  fees  before  they  can  be 
registered. 

All  students  are  required  to  give  at  least  one  hour  of  service  to 
the  school  each  day,  or  its  equivalent. 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  entering  for  the  new  year. 

Student  must  pay  for  any  damage  to  furniture  or  buildings  re- 
sulting from  carelessness. 

The  school  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  four  weeks  each.  No 
student  who  is  behind  on  the  books  for  more  than  15  days  will  be 
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admitted  into  the  dining  hall  or  classes,  unless  permission  is  given 
by  the  Principal. 

Some  of  the  young  ladies  who  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory  may 
reduce  their  expenses  by  washing  dishes  and  waiting  on  tables 
regularly.

Practice  School  pupils  will  be  requested  to  pay  tuition  per  month 
according  to  the  following  statement:  1-3  grades,  $1.50;  4-5  grades, 
$1.75;  6-7  grades,  $2.00. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  aims  to  give  a  solid  secondary  education.  Being 
an  accredited  State  high  school,  it  meets  the  needs  both  of  those 
who  desire  to  pursue  the  Normal  course  here,  and  of  those  who  plan 
to  take  higher  courses  elsewhere. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  first  year  will  be  examined  in 
English  Grammar  and  Composition,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  and 
History.  Those  seeking  admission  to  higher  classes  must  satisfy 
the  Committee  on  Classification  that  they  are  able  to  pursue,  profit- 
ably and  successfully,  the  work  of  the  class  to  which  admission 
is  sought.

(b)  Stenography  and  typeioriting — Advanced  course.  Takes  up 
rapid  dictation,  speed  drill,  transcription  of  notes  on  the  machine. 
Various  parts  of  the  machine,  carbon  letters  and  tabulating  are  also 
studied. 

(c)  Business  English  and  Correspondence — Embraces  word  study, 
punctuation,  and  letter  writing. 

(d)  Business  spelling— This  subject  deals  with  words  most  com- 
monly misspelled,  their  pronunciation,  definition  and  use. 

(e)  Office  training — Filing  and  indexing,  business  letters,  and 
papers. 

(f)  Bookkeeping  and  Accounts — This  course  includes  theory  and 
practice  in  both  single  and  double  entry.  (20th  Century  Bookkeep- 
ing and  Accounting  used.) 

Tuition  per  month  $4.00. 

Students  who  are  not  pursuing  the  Commercial  Course  may  be 
admitted  to  special  practice  in  typewriting.     Tuition  $1.50. 


DOMESTIC  ART 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  thorough  training  in  both  the 
theory  and  practice  of  sewing  and  dressmaking. 

A  four-year  course  in  sewing  is  offered  which  gives  the  student 
a  general  knowledge  of  sewing. 

A  two  year  normal  course  is  also  given  which  prepares  students 
to  teach  sewing  and  dressmakiing. 

First  Year 

Hand  Sevnng — Models  will  be  made  of  the  essential  stitches,  seams, 
worked  buttonholes. 

Practice  work  on  hemming  towels,  napkins,  making  collar  and  cuff 
sets,  sewing  apron,  laundry  bag  and  cooking  uniform. 

Talks  on  use  of  thimble,  needles,  pins,  tracing  wheel,  scissors, 
shears  and  tape. 

Second  Year 

Machine  Sewing — Undergarments  and  lingerie.  Theory  work  on 
care  and  use  of  machines.  Drafting  analysis.  Selection  of  mate- 
rials and  trimmings. 
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Third  Tear 

Lingerie  and  tailored  blouses,  tailored  wash  skirt,  plain  wash 
dress. 

Theory:  Use  and  alteration  of  commercial  patterns.  Care  and 
selection  of  clothing.  Color  harmony  in  relation  to  clothes.  Cos- 
tume and  its  relation  to  individuals.  The  clothing  budgets  and  the 
wardrobe. 

Fourth  Year 

Tailored  woolen  skirt,  one  piece  woolen  dress  and  silk  dress.  Re- 
modeling and  renovating  of  old  clothes. 

Study  of  Textiles — Textbook — "Textiles"  by  McGowan  and  Waite. 


ONE  YEAR  COURSE  IN  DRESSMAKING 

Practice  work — Lingerie  and  tailered  blouses,  wash  and  woolen 
skirts,  one  piece  woolen  dress,  plain  wash  dress,  fancy  wash  dress, 
silk  and  evening  gown. 

Theory — Drafting,  modeling  and  draping  of  costumes  is  also  taught 
during  the  course. 

Textbook— "Clothing  for  Women" — Laura  Balat. 

Number  of  times  a  week — two  forty-five  minute  periods  every  day. 

Junior  Normal 

Practice  work — Models  of  all  samples  necessary  for  teachers  of 
domestic  art. 

Theory — General  review  of  all  theory  work  in  the  High  School 
Department. 

Senior  Normal 

This  course  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  theory  work.  In  this  course 
Methods  of  Teaching  Sewing  will  be  taught;  special  emphasis  will 
be  laid  on  rural  school  methods.  Lesson  plans  will  be  discussed. 
Each  student  will  be  required  to  outline  a  year's  course  of  study 
in  sewing. 

Courses  will  also  be  given  in  Millinery,  Tailoring,  Costume  Design, 
Basketry  and  Weaving  to  any  applicants. 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 

First  Year 

The  first  course  in  cooking  is  based  on  food  principles  and  the 
selection  and  preparations  of  foods.  Instruction  is  given  in  the 
care  of  the  kitchen  furnishings  and  equipment. 

Text — Greer's  "Text  Book  of  Cooking." 
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Second  Tear 

The  second  year  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  food  preserva- 
tion, menu  making,  and  home  sanitation.  During  this  course  in- 
struction in  the  simple  processes  of  housewifery  is  continued,  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  furnishings  and  care  of  the  dining  room 
and  living  room. 

Text — Greer's  "Text  Book  of  Cooking." 

Third  Tear 

This  course  deals  with  dishes  of  a  more  complicated  nature  and 
with  dietetics,  serving  and  laundry  work. 

Text — Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

Fourth  Tear 

Cooking  in  the  fourth  year  deals  with  the  amount  and  kinds  of 
foods  needed  by  the  body  for  growth  and  health,  invalid  cookery, 
and  school  lunches. 

Text — Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

Junior  Normal 

In  this  course  a  study  is  made  of  the  proper  nourishment  of  the 
human  body,  the  balancing  of  meals,  and  lunch  room  cookery.  In- 
struction is  also  given  in  household  management  and  marketing. 

Senior  Normal 

In  this  year  the  fundamentals  of  cooking  are  reviewed  as  a  basis 
for  practice  work  in  teaching.  Advanced  work,  including  invalid 
cookery,  the  making  of  lesson  plans  and  home  making  are  given. 

Text — Farmer's  "Boston  Cooking  School  Book,"  "Parloa's  Home 
Economics." 


ENGLISH 


The  general  aims  of  the  study  of  English  are  first,  to  enable  the 
student  to  speak  and  write  correctly  and  effectively;  second  to  ac- 
quaint him  with  the  best  works  of  our  leading  English  and  Ameri- 
can authors;  third,  to  develop  in  him  an  appreciation  for  good  lit- 
erature and  the  habit  of  reflective  reading. 

ENGLISH  I 

With  the  aid  of  oral  and  written  composition,  a  review  in  gram- 
mar and  the  correct  application  of  good  form  in  every  day  writing 
and  speaking,  the  student's  speech  and  writing  are  improved.  Em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  sentence  structure,  coherent  ideas  and  related 
thought.  The  English  Note  Book  is  a  means  by  which  all  written 
composition  is  kept  intact  and  errors  discovered  and  corrected. 

Text  Book — Bolenius'  "Every  Day  English  Composition." 
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ENGLISH  II 

The  second  year  English  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  of  the 
previous  year  on  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive  scale,  with  stress 
upon  theme  work,  narration,  description,  exposition  and  argumenta- 
tion. The  student  becomes  familiar  with  standard  literary  forms 
and  acquires  a  proper  appreciation  of  literary  values. 

Text  Book — Lewis  and  Hosic's  "Practical  English." 

ENGLISH  III 

This  course,  designed  for  third  years,  consists  of  a  study  of  the 
theory  and  practice  of  English  composition — oral  and  written.  All 
of  the  fundamental  forms  of  discourse  are  studied,  but  the  greatest 
emphasis  is  put  upon  Exposition.  On  the  side  of  literature,  the 
history  of  American  literature  is  studied,  and  as  many  poems  of 
the  principal  writers  are  studied  as  the  time  limits  and  reference 
material  permit.     Special  topics  in  Grammar  are  reviewed. 

Texts — Lewis  and  Hosic's  "Practical  English,"  Metcalf's  "Ameri- 
can Literature." 

ENGLISH  IV 

This  course,  designed  for  fourth  years,  is  a  continuation  of  the 
course  above,  so  far  as  composition  is  concerned,  with  the  emphasis 
on  Argumentative  themes.  The  work  in  Composition  is  supplemented 
by  a  study  of  the  history  of  English  literature  and  by  an  apprecia- 
tive study  of  typical  examples  of  the  various  literary  types.  Com- 
position based  on  the  literature  read,  and  practice  in  debate  are 
features  of  this  course. 

Texts — Lockwood  and  Emerson's  "Composition  and  Rhetoric," 
Metcalf's  "English  Literature,"  and  Rich's  "A  Study  of  the  Types 
of  Literature." 


HISTORY  AND  CIVICS 

First  Tear 

Civics — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  some  idea  of 
the  theory  of  our  government  and  to  call  attention  to  some  of  the 
problems  in  their  community. 

Text — Highes'  "Community  Civics." 

History — Early  European — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  make  a 
study  of  the  Ancient  Europeans — Greeks,  Romans  and  early  Ger- 
mans— in  their  continuous  struggle  for  a  larger  and  freer  life.  The 
course  extends  up  to  1700. 

Text — Robinson  and  Breasted.     Part  I. 
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Second  Year 

History — Modern  European — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  secure 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  development  of  Western  Europe  from 
the  days  of  Oharlemagne.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  cause 
leading  up  to  the  World's  War. 

Text — Robinson  and  Beard.     Part  II. 

Third  Tear 

(a)  Civics — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  ethics  of  citi- 
zenship and  to  show  the  unity  of  all  human  relationships. 

Text — Dole's  "The  New  American  Citizen." 

(b)  History — American — This  course  is  a  thorough  review  of  the 
chief  events  In  the  development  of  our  government  and  its  institu- 
tions. The  aim  is  to  enable  the  student,  by  contrasting  present  with 
past  conditions,  to  better  understand  our  problems  of  today  and  to 
show  them  their  relation  to  such  problems. 


MODERN  LANGUAGE 

French  I 

French  offered  in  the  third  year,  is  planned  to  give  the  student 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  language  both  as  written  and  spoken, 
and  also  to  develop  an  appreciation  for  French  Literature. 

The  work  as  outlined  above  ia  carried  on  by  means  of  recitation, 
written  exercises,  and  collateral  readings.  Much  stress  is  laid,  from 
the  beginning,  upon  the  ability  of  the  student  to  express  himself 
directly  in  the  language.  To  accomplish  this  end,  the  class  i's  con- 
ducted as  far  as  possible  in  French. 

Text  Book — Le  Premier — Merao. 

French  II 

French  of  the  fourth  year  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  above, 
with  the  emphasis  placed  on  composition  and  the  acquiring  of  great- 
er ease  in  interpreting  French  thought.  Selections  from  the  best 
authors  are  used  in  this  course. 


LATIN 

The  four  year  course  in  Latin  is  arranged  so  as  to  enable  the  stu- 
dent to  become  acquainted  with  the  forms  and  construction  of  Latin 
grammar,  familiarity  with  standard  Latin  writers  and  a  knowledge 
of  the  historical  importance  and  beauty  of  the  Roman  Period  as 
conveyed  by  such  writers.  It  is  planned  also  to  meet  entrance  re- 
quirements of  the  standard  colleges  and  universities  of  the  country. 

Bennet's  Latin  Grammar  is  used  throughout  the  course. 
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Latin  I 

In  the  First  Year,  the  student  is  drilled  thoroughly  in  the  Latin 
syntax  and  grammar,  including  the  declension  of  nouns,  pronouns, 
and  adjectives,  the  conjugation  of  verbs,  the  inflection  of  adverbs 
and  adjectives;  characteristics  and  uses  of  the  prepositions,  con- 
junctions and  interjections;  the  arrangement  of  phrases  and  clauses, 
and  sentence  structure  and  word  order,  so  that  the  student  may 
acquire  the  ability  to  read  with  ease  and  accuracy  Latin  stories  and 
extracts  from  Caesar. 

Text  Book — Collar  and  Daniell's  First  Year  Latin  revised  by  Jen- 
kins, supplemented  by  Latin  Composition. 

Latin  II 

The  first  four  books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  used  during  the 
Second  Year;  with  stress  upon  the  characteristic  arrangements  of 
the  author,  the  motive  and  historical  importance  of  each  campaign, 
and  the  common  constructions  in  use. 

Text  Book — Bennett's  Caesar's  Gallic  War. 

Latin  III 

Cicero's  Orations  are  read  in  the  Third  Year,  including  the  Cati- 
linarian  Orations,  Defense  of  Archias,  Manili'an  Law  and  the  Pardon 
of  Marcellus.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  narrative  involved  and 
the  arguments  advanced.  A  thorough  review  in  the  syntax  is 
given  also. 

Text  Book — Bennett's  Cicero's  Orations. 

Latin  IV 

The  epic  poem,  Virgil's  Aeneid,  including  the  first  four  books  and 
the  sixth  book  is  read  during  the  year.  The  student  is  drilled  in 
the  work  of  scansion  and  its  peculiar  application  to  The  Aeneid. 
Along  with  the  narrative,  as  a  supplement,  the  myths  of  Greece  and 
Rome,  as  found  in  Bulfinch's  Ages  of  Fables,  are  studied. 

Text  Book — Bennett's  Virgil's  Aeneid. 


MATHEMATICS 

The  three  principal  aims  of  this  department  are:  (1)  to  prepare 
the  student  for  the  practical  application  of  mathematics  to  everyday 
problems;  (2)  to  develop  in  him  power  in  mathematical  methods 
of  reasoning;  and  (3)  to  give  him  a  good  foundation  for  higher 
mathematics.  The  following  courses  are  offered  from  the  eighth 
through  the  eleventh  grade. 
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First  Tear 

Algebra  I.  The  work  of  this  consists  of  drill  in  the  fundamental 
processes,  problems,  fractions,  equations,  and  much  supplementary 
work. 

Text — Wentworth  and  Smith's  "Academic  Algebra." 

Second  Year 

Algebra  II.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Algebra  I.  Common  di- 
visors, multiples,  simple  equations,  simultaneous  equations,  quad- 
ratics, exponents,  and  problems  in  the  form  of  equations  are  given 
special  attention. 

Text — Milne's  "High  School  Algebra." 

Third  Tear 

Plane  Geometry.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  rectilinear  fig- 
ures, triangles,  the  circle,  proportion,  polygons,  proportional  lines, 
and  numerical  properties  of  figures. 

The  solution  of  original  problems  and  figures  is  required  through- 
out the  course. 

Text — Wentworth  and  Smith's  "Plane  Geometry." 


SCIENCE 
The  courses  of  study  in  the  Science  Department  are  planned  to 
give  training  in  habits  of  precision  in  accurate  observation,  in  rea- 
soning, in  devices  of  experimentation  and   in  an  understanding  of 
the  valid  grounds  of  proof  and  the  logical  basis  of  generalization. 

First  Year 

General  science  offered  in  the  first  year  aims  to  give  instruction 
in  an  elementary  manner  into  a  broad  and  scientific  field,  consider- 
ing physiography,  biology,  physics,  etc.  The  practical  side  of  the 
subject  is  emphasized. 

Text  Book — Caldwell  &  Eikenberry  &  Dryer. 

Second  Year 

Biology  is  offered  in  the  second  year  to  give  still  a  broader  aspect. 
Various  type  animals  are  studied.  The  first  half  year  is  zoological 
in  character;  the  second,  botanical.     Field  work  will  be  observed. 

Text  Book — Smallwood,  Beverly  &  Bailey's  "Practical  Biology." 

Third  Year 

Physics  will  be  offered  in  the  third  year.     This  subject  will  ac- 
quaint the  student  with  the  relation  of  energy  and  matter. 
Laboratory  work  will  be  emphasized. 
Text  Book — Carhart  &  Chutes  "First  Principles  of  Physics." 

Fourth  Year 

Chemistry:  This  year's  work  concerns  itself  with  the  principles 
on  which  the  science  is  based.  Stress  will  be  laid  upon  certain  pro- 
cesses and  materials  in  their  application  to  the  commercial  arts. 

Text  Book — Brownlee,  Hancock,  Fuller  and  others. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  AND  COURSES 
OF  STUDY 


NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 

Aim  and  Scope 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  elementary 
public  schools  of  the  state.  The  course  consists  of  two  years  of 
study  in  which  the  major  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  history,  prin- 
ciples, and  methods  of  education.  The  purely  professional  subjects 
are  supplemented  by  such  subject  matter  studies  as  will  give  the  stu- 
dent a  wider  academic  background  for  his  professional  equipment. 

Admission  Requirements 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  department  the  applicant  must  be 
a  graduate  of  an  approved  high  school,  or  its  equivalent,  and  must 
present  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  units  of  secondary  work. 

Graduation  Requirements 

Graduation  from  the  Normal  Department  is  based  upon  the  satis- 
factory completion  of  at  least  150  quarter  hours  of  work.  A  quar- 
ter hour  of  work  is  a  recitation  occurring  five  times  a  week  for 
twelve  weeks.  Five  subjects  may  be  taken  concurrently;  and  as 
the  school  year  is  divided  into  three  quarters,  75  quarter  hours  of 
credit  may  be  acquired  during  each  year. 

Diploma  and  Certificate 

A  Diploma  will  be  awarded  to  all  who  complete  this  course.  Fur- 
thermore, by  special  arrangement  those  who  complete  the  course 
will  be  granted,  without  an  examination,  a  Primary  or  Grammar 
Grade  Certificate  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

Rural  Economics 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  general  knowledge 
of  economic  theory  and  of  present-day  economic  problems.  The  spe- 
cial problems  of  Agriculture  and  of  rural  life  will  receive  particular 
attention. 

Text — Carver's  "Principles  of  Rural  Economics." 

English 

The  fundamental  facts  of  formal  grammar  and  composition  are 
studied  intensely.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  with  a  view  to  teach- 
ing of  selected  pieces  of  child's  literature. 

Texts — Kittredge  and  Farley's  "Advanced  English  Grammar," 
Wooley's  "Handbook  of  Composition,"  and  Curry  and  Clippinger's 
"Children's  Literature." 

Hygiene 

(a)  School — This  course  treats  of  location,  construction,  lighting 
and  general  equipment  and  care  of  the  school  houses,  so  as  to  insure 
the  health  of  the  pupils  while  they  are  in  school. 

Text — Dresslar's  "School  Hygiene." 

(b)  Child — This  course  lays  emphasis  on  general  bodily  health, 
communicable  diseases  and  their  prevention,  the  structure  and  func- 
tions of  the  nervous  system,  food,  clothing,  exercise,  and  kindred 
topics  relating  to  personal  hSalth. 

Text — Jewett's  "The  Body  and  Its  Defenses." 

History  of  Education 

This  course  deals  with  the  origin  and  development  of  education 
in  the  United  States.  It  describes  the  various  types  of  public,  private, 
and  denominational  schools — showing  them  all  to  be  vital  factors 
in  American  history  and  civilization. 

Text — Cubberley's  "Public  Education  in  the  United  States." 

Primary  Methods 

This  course  deals  with  Reading,  Number  Work,  Language,  Geogra- 
phy, History,  Drawing  and  Writing  in  grades  I  to  III.  The  purpose 
is  to  familiarize  students  with  the  subject  matter  and  methods  of 
instruction  in  public  elementary  schools. 

Text — The  State  adopted  books. 

School  Management 

This  course  deals  with  more  mechanical  factors  of  the  teacher's 
duties,  such  as  daily  schedules,  promotions,  marking  systems,  re- 
wards and  punishments,  reports  to  parents  and  kindred  topics  re- 
lating to  class-room  organization  and  control. 

Text — Strayer  and  Englehardt's  "The  Class  Room  Teacher." 
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Psychology 

(a)  General — This  course  is  introductory  to  the  more  specialized 
courses  which  follow.  It  gives  a  general  survey  of  the  facts  and 
principles  of  mental  life.  Sensation  and  Perception,  Memory  and 
Imagination,  Instinct  and  Emotion,  Reasoning  and  Will,  Habit  and 
Personality  are  the  most  important  topics  treated. 

Text — Betts'  "The  Mind  and  Its  Education." 

(b)  Educational — This  course  deals  with  the  facts  and  laws  of 
the  mind  considered  with  reference  to  the  special  problems  of  the 
teaching  and  learning  processes. 

Text — LaRue's  "Psychology  for  Teachers." 

(c)  Child — This  course  treats  of  the  history  and  methods  of  child 
study  and  summarizes,  from  the  biological  point  of  view,  the  chief 
facts  in  the  physical,  mental,  and  moral  development  of  the  child. 
It  then  shows  the  bearing  of  these  facts  on  the  principles  and  meth- 
ods of  education. 

Text — Waddle's  "Introduction     to  Child  Psychology." 

Educational  Sociology 

After  treating  of  the  relation  of  education  to  society  as  a  whole, 
and  to  the  fundamental  social  groups,  this  course  deals  with  the 
methods  of  socializing  the  programs,  methods,  and  administration 
of  education. 

Text — Smith's  "Introduction  to  Educational  Sociology." 

Observation  and  Practice  Teaching 

The  school  has  a  well  equipped,  three-room  Practice  School  com- 
posed of  the  first  six  elementary  grades  and  directed  by  a  critic 
teacher,  and  three  assistants.  This  school  serves  as  a  laboratory 
where  the  students  of  this  department  may  observe  good  teaching 
and  where  they  may  do  actual  teaching  under  the  guidance  of  a 
trained  supervisor. 

Bural  Sociology 

This  course  emphasizes  the  social  side  of  rural  life.  The  prob- 
lems of  the  family,  of  population,  crime,  poverty,  education  and  the 
conservation  of  human  life  are  treated  from  the  rural,  as  distin- 
guished from  the  urban,  point  of  view. 

Text — Ellwood's  "Sociology  and  Social  Problems." 

Public  School  Music 

This  course  covers  instruction  for  the  first  eight  grades  and  runs 
throughout  the  year.  The  first  half  is  devoted  to  theory  and  ob- 
servation; the  second  half  to  practice  teaching  in  the  grades. 
Through  this  arrangement  the  children  in  the  Practice  School  get 
an  early  foundation  in  music  and  thus  cultivate,  early  in  life,  ap- 
preciation for  it. 

Text — "The  Eleanor  Smith  Music  Course."

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8:55  a.  m.  to  9:20  a.  m.  The  exercises 
consist  of  singing,  Scripture  reading,  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The 
Faculty  as  well  as  the  students  attend  these  exercises,  in  which  all 
find  pleasure  and  profit.  No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from 
the  opening  exercises.     An  attentive,  respectful  attitude  is  required. 

Prayer-meeting. — On  Wednesdays,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer-meeting. 
This  meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the 
school  vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meet- 
ings of  the  school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are 
encouraged  to  take  part  in  the  meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us 
all  on  a  level,  in  a  way  which  no  other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  iai  toning  up  and  deepen- 
ing the  moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body. 
These  meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Every 
student  is  expected  to  be  a  member  of  these  associations  and  to  be 
in  regular  attendance  upon  them  on  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the  stu- 
dents, but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the 
students  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The 
society  meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program. 
The  meetings  of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  bene- 
ficial. 

Athletic  Association. — The  students  have  an  athletic  association, 
which  is  well  attended  and  officered  by  the.  student  body.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  Faculty  is  Director  of  the  Association. 
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REGULATIONS 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectable,  orderly,  and  well  bebaved 
at  all  times.     Indeed,  every  student  is  taugbt  to  be  polite. 

Students  must  make  good  all  damage  done  to  furniture  or  build- 
ings resulting  from  carelessness. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship in  an  institution,  students  must  conform  strictly  to  habits  of 
truthfulness  and  honesty  of  purpose,  action,  and  work. 

Profanity,  playing  cards  or  billiards,  hanging  on  the  corners  of 
streets  or  in  public  places,  or  associating  with  persons  who  do  these 
things,  and  everything  of  an  immoral  tendency,  are  strictly  for- 
bidden under  penalty  of  suspension.  The  institution  does  not  tol- 
erate dancing  and  note  writing. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  who  keeps  or  uses 
firearms  while  he  is  attending  school.     Let  them  remain  at  home. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  of  clothing,  and  person,  proper  attention  to 
order  and  system  in  and  out  of  school,  and  faithfulness  to  duty,  are 
required  of  all  students. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  and  to  all 
duties  of  the  institution  is  required  of  every  student. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  school.  Young  Men's 
and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  and  preaching  at  11 
a.  m.  each  Sabbath,  or  at  other  times  when  so  directed. 

Students  should  have  all  their  mail,  express  packages,  and  freight 
addressed  to  the  State  Normal  School,  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C. 

All  students  must  obtain  permission  to  leave  the  dormitory  or 
campus.     Lady  students  must  not  be  out  after  dark. 

All  students  and  teachers  are  expected  to  attend  the  chapel  exer- 
cises and  prayer-meeting. 

Students  who  have  not  done  satisfactory  work  in  the  Third- Year 
Class,  and  whose  conduct  has  not  been  commendable,  wi'll  not  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Fourth-Year  Class  during  the  first  year  of 
such  an  effort. 

Every  student  should  try  faithfully  to  attend  school  180  days 
each  year. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  every  student  to  make  his  or  her  conduct 
perfect. 

Every  student  should  read  the  Bible  daily  and  prayerfully.

All  students  must  purchase  text-books.  Please  bring  from  $5.00 
to  $8.00  for  books.  Every  student  must  pay  $2.00  entrance  fee  the 
day  she  or  he  enters  school.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order 
that  we  may  have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  depart- 
ment. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  dormitory  should  bring 
three  sheets,  three  pillow-cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers, 
parasol,  warm  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  gfrls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth  City 
will  room  and  board  in  the  girls'  dormitory  and  furnish  their 
rooms. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  work,  which 
will  reduce  their  board  bill. 

Enter  school  on  the  first  day  and  remain  until  the  session  closes. 

The  day  on  which,  each  student  enters  school  she  will  be  expected 
to  pay  for  the  first  month's  board.  At  the  expiration  of  twenty-eight 
clays  thereafter  board  bill  will  be  due  again,  and  so  on  until  the  ses- 
sion closes.  In  other  words,  board  will  be  due  at  beginning  of  each 
month. 

Twenty-eight  days  makes  a  boarding  month.  The  small  fees 
which  students  pay  will  not  be  refunded. 

Lady  teachers  should  bring  bed  linen,  blankets,  towels,  etc. 

The  sixth  and  seventh  grades  are  now  a  part  of  the  Practice  School 
Department. 

Practice  School  pupils  will  pay  as  follows:  1,  2,  3,  $1.50  per 
month;     4,  5,  $1.75;     6  and  7,  $2.00.

All  fees  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each  Qquarter.  Money  will 
not  be  refunded  to  students  leaving  school,  except  for  good  reasons. 
Remittance  in  payment  of  the  bill  should  be  sent  by  the  postoffice  money 
order  or  registered  letter,  and  made  payable  to  the  Principal  and  not 
to  the  student. 

All  students  who  room  in  the  Dormitory  will  be  expected  to  pay 
boards  room  fent,  and  lights  as  stated  above. 


TUITION 

Tuition  in  the  Normal  School  Department  is  free  to  those  who 
live  in  North  Carolina  and  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of 
North  Carolina.  Those  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $16.00 
tuition.  The  school  is  sustained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teach- 
ers for  the  public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who 
take  advantage  of  the  school  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  shall 
pay  the  tuition  charges. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  expenses  of  the  school. 

All   students,   whether  boarder8  or   day  pupils,   must  pay  at  least 


one  month's  expenses  and  the  annual  fees  before  they  can  be  registered. 

All  students  are  Required  to  give  at  least  one  hour  of  service  to  the 
school   each  day,   or  its   equivalent. 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  entering  for  the  new  year. 

Students  must  pay  for  any  damage  to  furniture  or  buildings  re- 
sulting from  carelessness. 

The  school  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  four  weeks  each.  No 
students  who  is  behind  on  the  books  for  more  than  15  days  will  be 
admitted  into  the  dining  hall  or  classes,  unless  permission  is  given 
by  the  Principal. 

Some  of  the  young  ladies  who  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormintory  may 
reduce  their  expenses  by  washing  dishes  and  waiting  on  tables  regularly. 

PRACTICE  SCHOOL  TUITION 
Practice  School  pupils  will  be  reqquested  to  pay  tuition  per'  month 
according   to   the   following   statement:      1-3   grades,   $1.50;   4-5   grades, 
$1.75;  6-7  grades,  $2.00. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

I.     OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  State  Normal  School  is  the  training  of  teachers 
for  the  Colored  public  school  of  North  Carolina. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1891  made  it  possible  for  this  school  to 
begin  on  January  4,  1892.  The  State  Normal  School  has  stood  as  a 
beacon  light  on  the  shores  of  Eastern  Carolina  from  the  first  day 
school  was  started. 

Many  of  the  students  of  this  school  have  made  fine  records  in  teach- 
ing, in  business,  and  in  some  of  the  leading  universities. 

2.     FIELD 

The  State  Normal  School  is  situated  in  a  field  where  gr'eat  service 
can  be  rendered  to  our  State.  Since  Eastern  Carolina  has  a  large 
group  of  rural  people.  This  Eastern  Section  looks  mainly  to  this 
school  for  teachers  and  leaders  in  their  rural  life. 

3.     LOCATION 

Elizabeth  City  is  situated  on  the  Pasquotank  River',  in  an  agri- 
cultul  section  where  are  grown  many  of  the  leading  crops  of  our  state 
and  where  this  great  trucking  section  can  reach  the  waiting  Eastern 
markets  by  boat  and  train. 

4.     RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8:55  a.  m.  to  9:20  a.  m.  The  exer'cises 
consist  of  singing,  Scripture  r'eading,  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The  Faculty 
as  well  as  the  students  attend  these  exercises,  in  which  all  find  pleasure 
and  profit.  No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from  the  opening 
exercises.     An  attentive,  respectful  attitude  is  required. 

Prayer-meeting. — On  Wednesdays,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer-meeting.  This 
meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the  school 
vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meetings  of  the 
school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are  encouraged  to  take 
part  in  the  meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us  all  on  a  level,  in  a  way 
which  no  other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepening 
the  moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These 
meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.     Every  student  is  ex- 


pected  to  be  a  member  of  these  associations  and  to  be  in  regular  attend- 
ance upon  them  on  each  Sunday  after*noon. 

5.     LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society  officered  by  the  stu- 
dents, but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary  usages 
and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The  society 
meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program.  The  meetings 
of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  beneficial. 

6.     ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

Athletic  Association. — The  students  have  an  athletic  association, 
which  is  well  attended  and  officered  by  the  student  body.  A  member 
of  the  Faculty  is  Director  of  the  Association. 

The  Young  Men  and  Young  Ladies  take  a  very  active  part  in  out- 
door life. 


REGULATIONS 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectable,  orderly,  and  well  behaved  at 
all  times.     Indeed,  every  student  is  taught  to  be  polite. 

Students  must  make  good  all  damages  done  to  furniture  or  build- 
ings resulting  from  carelessness. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship in  an  institution,  students  must  conform  strictly  to  habits  of 
truthfulness  and  honesty  of  purpose,  action,  and  work. 

Profanity,  playing  cards  or  billiards,  hanging  on  the  corners  of 
streets  or  in  public  places  or'  associating  with  persons  who  do  these 
things,  and  everything  of  an  immoral  tendency,  are  strictly  forbidden 
under  penalty  of  suspension.  The  institution  does  not  tolerate  dancing 
and  note  writing. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  who  keeps  or  uses 
firearms  while  he  is  attending  school.     Let  them  remain  at  home. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  of  clothing,  and  person,  propei4  attention  to 
order  and  system  in  and  out  of  school,  and  faithfulness  to  duty,  are  re- 
quired   of    all   students. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  and  to  all  duties 
of  the  institution  is  required  of  every  student. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  school,  Young  Men's 
and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  and  preaching  at  11  a.  m. 
each  Sabbath,  or"  at  other  times  when  so  directed. 

Students  should  have  all  their  mail,  express  packages,  and  freight 
addressed  to  the  State  Normal  School,  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C. 

AH  students  must  obtain  permission  to  leave  the  dormitory  or 
campus.    Lady  students  must  not  be  out  after  dark. 

All  students  and  teachers  are  expected  to  attend  the  chapel  exer- 
cises and  pr'ayer-meeting. 

Students  who  have  not  done  satisfactory  work  in  the  Third-Year 
Class,  and  whose  conduct  has  not  been  commendable,  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  the  Fourth-Year  Class  during  the  first  year  of  such 
an  effort. 

Every  student  should  try  faithfully  to  attend  school  180  days  each 
year. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  every  student  to  make  his  or  her  conduct 
perfect. 

Every  student  should  read  the  Bible  daily  and  prayerfully.

IMPORTANT  STATEMENT 

All  students  must  purchase  text-books.  Please  bring  from  $5.00 
to  $8.00  fo-f  books.  Every  student  must  pay  $2.00  entrance  fee  for  each 
quartet*.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order  that  we  may  have 
money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  department. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  dormitory  should  bring 
three  sheets,  three  pillow-cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers, 
parasol,  warm  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  girls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth  City 
will  room  and  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory  and  furnish  their  rooms. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  work,  which  will 
reduce  their  board  bill. 

Enter  school  on  the  fifst  day  and  remain  until  the  session  closes. 

The  day  on  which  each  student  enters  school  she  will  be  expected 
to  pay  for  the  first  month's  board.  At  the  expiration  o  ftwenty-eight 
days  thereafter  board  bill  will  be  due  again,  and  so  on  until  the  ses- 
sion closes.  In  other  words,  board  will  be  due  at  beginning  of  each 
month. 

Twenty-eight  days  makes  a  boarding  month.  The  small  fees  which 
students  pay  will  not  be  refunded. 

Lady  teachers  should  bring  bed  linen,  blankets,  towels,  etc. 

The  sixth  and  seventh  grades  are  now  a  part  of  the  Practice  School 
Department. 

Practice  School  pupils  will  pay  as  follows:  1,  2,  3,  $1.50  per  month; 
4,  5,  $1.75 ;  6  and  7,  $2.00. 


DEPARTMENTS     OF     INSTRUCTION 
AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY 


NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 


AIM  AND  SCOPE 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  elementary 
public  schools  of  the  state.  The  course  consists  of  two  years  of 
study  in  which  the  major  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  history,  prin- 
ciples, and  methods  of  education.  The  purely  professional  subjects 
are  supplemented  by  such  subject  matter  studies  as  will  give  the  student 
a  wider  academic  background  for  his  professional  equipment. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  department  the  applicant  must  be 
a  graduate  of  an  approved  high  school,  or  its  equivalent,  and  must 
present  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen  (15) 
units  of  secondary  work. 

GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

Graduation  from  the  Nofmal  Department  is  based  upon  the  satis- 
factory completion  of  at  least  150  quarter  hours  of  work.  A  quar- 
ter hour  of  work  is  a  recitation  occurring  five  times  a  week  for  twelve 
weeks.  Five  subjects  may  be  taken  concurrently;  and  as  the  school 
year"  is  divided  into  three  quarters,  75  quarters  hours  of  credit  may 
be  acquired  during  each  year. 

DIPLOMA  AND   CERTIFICATE 

A  Diploma  will  be  awarded  to  all  who  complete  this  course.  Fur- 
thermore, by  special  arrangement  those  who  complete  the  course  will 
be  granted,  without  an  examination,  a  Primary  or  Grammar  Gi*ade  Cer- 
tificate by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.

DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 


RURAL  ECONOMICS 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  general  knowledge 
of  economic  theory  and  of  present-day  economic  problems.  The  spe- 
cial problems  of  Agriculture  and  of  rural  life  will  receive  particular 
attention. 

Text — Carver's   "Principles   of  Rural   Economics." 

ENGLISH 

The  fundamental  facts  of  formal  grammar  and  composition  are 
studied  intensely.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  with  a  view  to  teach- 
ing  of   selected   pieces   of   child's   literature. 

Texts — Kittredge  and  Farley's  "Advanced  English  Grammar," 
Wooley's  "Handbook  of  Composition,"  and  Curry  and  Clippinger's 
"Children's  Literature." 

HYGIENE 

(a)  School — This  course  treats  of  location,  construction,  lighting 
and  general  equipment  and  care  of  the  school  houses,  so  as  to  insure 
the  health  of  the  pupils  while  they  are  in  school. 

Text — Dresslar's   "School   Hygiene." 

(b)  Child — This  course  lays  emphasis  on  general  bodily  health 
communicable  diseases  and  their  prevention,  the  structure  and  func- 
tions of  the  nervous  system,  food,  clothing,  exercise,  and  kindred 
topics  relating  to  personal  health. 

Text — Jewett's  "The  Body  and  Its  Defenses." 

HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION 

This  couVse  deals  with  the  origin  and  development  of  education 
in  the  United  States.  It  describes  the  various  types  of  public,  private, 
and  denominational  schools— showing  them  all  to  be  vital  factors  in 
American  history  and  civilization. 

Text — Cubberley's  "Public  Education  in  the  United  States." 

PRIMARY  METHODS 

This  course  deals  with  Reading,  Number  Work,  Language,  Geogra- 
phy, History,  Drawing  and  Writing  in  grades  I  to  III.  The  purpose 
is  to  familiarize  students  with  the  subject  matter  and  methods  of  in- 
struction in  public  elementary  books. 

Text— The  State  adopted  books. 

SCHOOL  MANAGEMENT 
This   course   deals   with   more  mechanical   factors   of   the   teacher's 
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duties,  such  as  daily  schedules,  promotions,  marking  system,  rewards 
and  punishments,  reports  to  parents  and  kindred  topics  relating  to 
class-room  organization  and  control. 

Text — Stray er  and  Engiehav'dt's  ''The  Class  Room  Teacher.'' 

PSYCHOLOGY 

(a)  General — This  course  is  introductory  to  the  more  specialized 
courses  which  follow.  It  gives  a  general  survey  of  the  facts  and  prin- 
ciples of  mental  life.  Sensation  and  Perception,  Memory  and  Imagina- 
tion Instinct  and  Emotion,  Reasoning  and  Will,  Habit  and  Personality 
are  the  most  important  topics  treated. 

Text — Betts'  "The  Mind  and  Its  Education." 

(b)  Educational- — This  course  deals  with  the  facts  and  laws  of 
the  mind  considered  with  reference  to  the  special  problems  of  the 
teaching  and  learning  processes. 

Text — LaRue's  "Psychology  for  Teachers." 

(c)  Child — This  course  treats  of  the  history  and  methods  of  child 
study  and  summarizes,  from  the  biological  point  of  view,  the  chief 
facts  in  the  physical,  mental,  and  moral  development  of  the  child. 
It  then  shows  the  bearing  of  these  facts  on  the  principles  and  methods 
of  education. 

Text — Waddle's   "Introduction   to   Child   Psychology." 

EDUCATIONAL  SOCIOLOGY 

After  treating  of  the  relation  of  education  to  society  as  a  whole, 
and  to  the  fundamental  social  groups,  this  course  deals  with  the 
methods  of  socializing  the  programs,  methods,  and  administration  of 
education. 

Text — Smith's  "Introduction  to  Educational  Sociology." 

OBSERVATION  AND  PRACTICE  TEACHING 

The  school  has  a  well  equipped,  three-room  Practice  School  com- 
posed of  the  first  six  elementary  grades  and  directed  by  a  critic 
teacher,  and  three  assistants.  This  school  serves  as  a  laboratory 
where  the  students  of  this  department  may  observe  good  teaching  and 
where  they  may  do  actual  teaching  under  the  guidance  of  a  trained 
supervisor. 

RURAL  SOCIOLOGY 

This  course  emphasizes  the  social  side  of  rural  life.  The  problems 
of  the  family,  of  population,  crime,  poverty,  education  and  the  con- 
servation of  human  life  ar'e  treated  from  the  rural,  as  distinguished 
from  the  urban,  point  of  view. 

Text — Ellwood's  "Sociology  and  Social  Problems." 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

This  course  covers  instruction  for  the  first  eight  grades  and  runs 
throughout  the  year.  The  first  half  is  devoted  to  theory  and  observa- 
tion; the  second  half  to  practice  teaching  in  the  grades.  Through  this 
arrangement  the  children  in  the  Practice  School  get  an  early  founda- 
tion in  music  and  thus  cultivate,   early  in  life,  appreciation  for  it. 

Text — "The  Eleanor  Smith  Music  Course."

HIGH  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 


This  department  aims  to  give  a  solid  secondary  education.  Being 
an  accredited  State  high  school,  it  meets  the  needs  both  of  those  who 
desire  to  pursue  the  Normal  course  her'e,  and  of  those  who  plan  to  take 
higher  courses  elsewhere. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  first  year  will  be  examined  in 
English  Grammar  and  Composition,  Arithmetic,  Geography  and  History. 
Those  seeking  admission  to  higher  classes  must  satisfy  the  Committee 
on  Classification  that  they  are  able  to  pm'sue,  profitably  and  success- 
fully, the  work  of  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought. 

A  Diploma  will  be  awarded  to  all  who  complete  the  course.

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COMMERCIAL  COURSE 

This  course  aims  to  prepare  pupils  for'  actual  work  in  the  business 
world  by  giving  them  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  following  subjects: 

(a)  Stenography  and  typewriting — Beginners  course.  Elementary 
principles  of  Gregg's  Shorthand  Manual  and  fundamental  principles 
in  correct  typing  by  the  touch  method. 

(b)  Stenography  and  typewriting — advanced  course.  Takes  up  rapid 
dictation,  speed  drill,  transcription  of  notes  on  the  machine.  Various 
parts  of  the  machine,  carbon  letters  and  tabulating  are  also  studied. 

(c)  Business  English  and  Correspondence — Embraces  word  study, 
punctuation,  and  letter  writing. 

(d)  Business  spelling— This  subject  deals  with  words  most  com- 
monly misspelled,   their  pronunciation,  definition  and  use. 

(e)  Office  training- — Filing  and  indexing,  business  letters,  and 
papers. 

(f)  Bookkeeping  and  Accounts — This  course  includes  theory  and 
practice  in  both  single  and  double  entry.  (20th  Century  Bookkeep- 
ing and  Accounting  used.) 

Tuition  per  month  $4.00. 

Students  who  are  not  pursuing  the  Commercial  Course  may  be 
admitted  to  special  practice  in  typewriting.     Tuition  $1.50. 


DOMESTIC  ART 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  thorough  training  in  both  the  theory 
and  practice  of  sewing  and  dressmaking. 

A  four-year  course  in  sewing  is  offered  which  gives  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  sewing. 

A  two-year  normal  course  is  also  given  which  prepares  students 
to  teach  sewing  and  dressmaking. 

FIRST  YEAR 
Hand  Sewing — Models  will  be  made  of  the  essential  stitches,  seams, 
worked  buttonholes. 

Practice  work  on  hemming  towels,  napkins,  making  collar  and  cuff 
sets,  sewing  apron,  laundry  bag  and  cooking  uniform. 

Talks  on  use  of  thimble,  needles,  pins,  tracing  wheel,  scissors, 
shears  and  tape. 

SECOND  YEAR 
Machine    Sewing — undergarments    and    lingerie.      Theory    work    on 
care  and  and  use  of  machines.    Drafting  analysis.     Selection  of  materials 
and  trimmings. 

THIRD  YEAR 

Lingerie  and  tailored  blouses,  tailored  wash  skirts,  plain  wash  dress. 

Theory:  use  .and  alternation  of  commercial  patterns.  Care  and 
selection  of  clothing.  Color  harmony  in  relation  to  clothes.  Costume 
and  its  relation  to  individuals.     The  clothing  budgets  and  the  wardrobe. 
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FOURTH  YEAR 

Tailored  woolen  skirt,  one  piece  woolen  dress  and  silk  dress.     Re- 
modeling and  renovating  of  old  clothes. 

Study  of  Textiles — Textbook — "Textiles"  by  McGowan  and  Waite. 


ONE  YEAR  COURSE  IN  DRESSMAKING 

Practice  work — Lingerie  and  tailored  blouses,  wash  and  woolen 
skirts,  one  piece  woolen  dress,  plain  wash  dress,  fancy  wash  dress  silk 
and  evening  gown. 

Theory — Drafting,  modeling  and  dv'aping  of  costumes  is  also  taught 
during  the  course. 

Textbook — "Clothing  for  Women"— Laura  Balat. 

Number  of  times  a  week — two  forty-five  minute  periods  every  day. 

JUNIOR  NORMAL 

Practice  work — models  of  all  samples  necessary  for  teachers  of 
domestic  art. 

Theory — General  feview  of  all  theory  work  in  the  High  School 
Department. 

SENIOR  NORMAL 

This  course  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  theory  work.  In  this  course 
Methods  of  Teaching  Sewing  will  be  taught;  special  emphasis  will  be 
laid  on  rural  school  methods.  Lesson  plans  will  be  discussed.  Each 
student  will  be  required  to  outline  a  year's  course  of  study  in  sewing. 

Courses  will  also  be  given  in  Millinery,  Tailoring,  Costume  Design, 
Basketry  and  Weaving  to   any  applicants. 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 


FIRST  YEAR 

The  fir's  t  course  in  cooking  is  based  on  food  principles  and  the 
selection  and  preparations  of  foods.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  care 
of  the  kitchen  furnishings  and   equipment. 

Text — Greer's  "Text  Book  of  Cooking.-' 

SECOND  YEAR 

The  second  year  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  food  preserva- 
tion, menu  making,  and  home  sanitation.  During  this  course  instruc- 
tion in  the  simple  processes  of  housewifery  is  continued,  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  furnishings  and  care  of  the  dining  r'oom  and  living 
room. 

Text— Greer's  "Text  Book  of  Cooking." 
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THIRD   YEAR 
This   course   deals  with   dishes   of   a   more   complicated   nature   and 
with  dietetics,  serving  and  laundry  work. 

Text — Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management.'' 

FOURTH  YEAR 

Cooking  in  the  fourth  year  deals  with  the  amount  and  kinds  of 
foods  needed  by  the  body  for  growth  and  health,  invalid  cookery,  and 
school  lunches. 

Text — Kinne  and  Cooley's   "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

JUNIOR  NORMAL 

In  this  course  a  study  is  made  of  the  proper'  nourishment  of  the 
human  body,  the  balancing  of  meals,  and  lunch  room  cookery.  In- 
struction is  also  given  in  household  management  and  marketing. 

SENIOR  NORMAL 

In  this  year  the  fundamentals  of  cooking  are  reviewed  as  a  basis 
for  practice  work  in  teaching.  Advanced  work,  including  invalid  cookery, 
the  making  of  lesson  plans  and  home  making  are  given. 

Text — Farmer's  "Boston  Cooking  School  Book,"'  "Parloa's  Home 
Economics." 

ENGLISH 

The  genei'al  aims  of  the  study  of  English  are  first  to  enable  the 
student  to  speak  and  write  correctly  and  effectively;  second  to  ac- 
quaint him  with  the  best  works  of  our  leading  English  and  American 
authors;  third,  to  develop  in  him  an  appreciation  for  good  literature  and 
the  habit  of  reflective  reading. 

ENGLISH  I 

With  the  aid  of  oral  and  written  composition,  a  review  in  grammar' 
and  the  correct  application  of  good  form  in  every  day  writing  and 
speaking,  the  students  speech  and  writing  are  improved.  Emphasis  is 
placed  upon  sentence  structure,  coherent  ideas  and  related  thought. 
The  English  Note  Book  is  a  means  by  which  all  written  composition  is 
kept  intact  and  errors  discovered  and  corrected. 

Text  Book — Bolenius'  "Every  Day  English  Composition." 

ENGLISH  II 

The  second  year  English  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  of  the 
previous  year  on  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive  scale,  with  stress 
upon  theme  work,  narration,  description,  exposition  and  argumentation. 
The  student  becomes  familiar  with  standard  liter'ary  forms  and  ac- 
quires a  proper  appreciation  of  literary  values. 

Text  Book — Lewis  and  Hosic's  "Practical  English." 

ENGLISH  III 

This  course,  designed  for  third  years,  consists  of  a  study  of  the 
theoi'y  and  practice  of  English  composition — oral  and  written.  All  of 
the  fundamental  forms   of  discourse  are   studied,  but   the   greatest   em- 
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pbasis  is  put  upon  Exposition.  On  the  side  of  literature,  the  history 
of  American  literature  is  studied,  and  as  many  poems  of  the  principal 
writers  are  studied  as  the  time  limits  and  reference  material  permit. 
Special  topics  in  Grammar   ai'e   reviewed. 

Texts — Lewis  and  Hosic*s  "Practical  English,"  Metcalf's  "American 
Literature. 

ENGLISH  IV 

This  course,  designed  for  fourth  years,  is  a  continuation  of  the 
course  above,  so  far  as  composition  is  concerned,  with  the  emphasis 
on  Argumentative  themes.  The  work  in  Composition  is  supplemented 
by  a  study  of  the  history  of  English  literature  and  by  an  apprecia- 
tive study  of  typical  examples  of  the  various  literary  types.  Com- 
position based  on  the  literature  read,  and  practice  in  debate  are  features 
of  this  course. 

Texts — Lockwood  and  Emerson's  "Composition  and  Rhetorics," 
Metcalf's  "English  Literature,"  and  Richo's  "A  Study  of  the  Types  of 
Literature.' 


HISTORY  AND  CIVICS 


FIRST   TEAR 

Civics — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  some  idea  of 
the  theory  of  our  government  and  to  call  attention  to  some  of  the 
problems  in  their  community. 

Text — Hughe's  "Community  Civics." 

History — Early  European — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  make  a 
study  of  the  Ancient  Europeans — Greeks,  Romans  and  early  Germans 
— in  their  continuous  struggle  for  a  larger  and  fi-'eer  life.  The  course 
extends  up  to   1700. 

Text — Robinson  and  Breasted.     Part  I. 

SECOND  TEAR 

History — Modern  European— The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  secure 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  development  of  Western  Europe  from  the 
days  of  Charlemagne.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  cause  leading 
up  to  the  World  War's. 

Text — Robinson  and  Beard.     Part  II. 

THIRD  TEAR 

(a)      Civics — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  ethics  of  citi- 
zenship and  to  show  the  unity  of  all  human  relationships. 
Text — Dole's  "The  New  American  Citizen." 
(b)     History — American— This   course   is   a   thorough   review   of   the 
chief    events   in   the   development    of    our    government    and   its    institu- 
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tions.  The  aim  is  to  be  enable  the  student,  by  contrasting  present  with 
past  conditions  to  better  understand  our  problems  of  today  and  to 
show  them  their  relation  to  such  problems. 


MODERN  LANGUAGE 


FRENCH  I 

French  offered  in  the  third  year,  is  planned  to  give  the  student 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  language  both  as  written  and  spoken, 
and  also  to  develop  an  appreciation  for  French  Literature. 

The  work  as  outlined  above  is  car'ried  on  by  means  of  recitation, 
written  exercises,  and  collateral  readings.  Much  stress  is  laid,  from 
the  beginning  upon  the  ability  of  the  student  to  express  himself 
directly  in  the  language.  To  accomplish  this  end,  the  class  is  -conduct- 
ed as  far  as  possible  in  French. 

Text   Book — Le   Premier — Merao. 

FRENCH  II 

French  of  the  fourth  year  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  above, 
with  the  emphasis  placed  on  composition  and  the  acquiring  of  greater 
ease  in  interpreting  French  thought.  Selections  from  the  best  authors 
are  used  in  this  course. 


LATIN 

The  four  year  course  in  Latin  is  arranged  so  as  to  enable  the  stu- 
dent to  become  acquainted  with  the  forms  and  construction  of  Latin 
grammar,  familiarity  with  standard  Latin  writers  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  historical  importance  and  beauty  of  the  Roman  Period  as  convey- 
ed by  such  writers.  It  is  planned  also  to  meet  entrance  requirements 
of  the  standard  colleges  and  universities  of  the  country. 

Bennet's    Latin    Grammar    is    used    throughout    the    cour'se. 

LATIN  I 

In  the  First  Year,  the  student  is  drilled  throughly  in  the  Latin 
syntax  and  grammar,  including  the  declension  of  nouns,  pronouns,  and 
adjectives,  the  conjugation  of  verbs,  the  inflection  of  adverbs  and  ad- 
jectives; characteristics  and  uses  of  the  prepositions,  conjunctions 
and  interjections;  the  arrangement  of  phr'ases  and  clauses,  and  sentence 
structure  and  word  order,  so  that  the  student  may  acquire  the  ability 
to  read  with  ease  and  accuracy  Latin  stories  and  extracts  from  Caesar. 

Text  Book — Collar  and  Daniell's  First  Year  Latin  Revised  by  Jen- 
kins, supplemented  by  Latin  Composition. 
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LATIN  II 

The  first  four  books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  used  during  the 
Second  Year;  with  stress  upon  the  characteristic  arrangements  of  the 
author,  the  motive  and  historical  importance  of  each  campaign,  and 
the  common  consti*uction  in  use. 

Text  Book — Bennett's  Caesar's  Gallic  War. 

LATIN  III 

Ciero's  Orations  are  read  in  the  Third  Year,  including  the  Cati- 
linarian  Orations,  Defense  of  Archias,  Manilian  Law  and  the  Pardon 
of  Mareellus.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  narrative  involved  and  the 
arguments  advanced.     A  thor'ough  review  in  the  syntax  is  given  also. 

Text  Book — Bennett's   Cicero's   Orations. 

LATIN  IV 

The  epic  poem  Virgil's  Aeneid,  including  the  first  four  books  and 
the  sixth  book  is  read  during  the  year.  The  student  is  drilled  in  the 
work  of  scansion  and  its  peculiar  application  to  The  Aeneid.  Along 
with  the  narrative,  as  a  supplement  ,the  myths  of  Greece  and  Rome, 
as  found  in  Bulfinch's  Ages  of  Fables,  are  studied. 

Text  Book —  Bennett's  Virgil's  Aeneid. 


MATHEMATICS 

The  three  principal  aims  of  this  department  are:  (1)  to  pi'epare 
the  student  for  the  practical  application  of  mathematics  to  everyday 
problems;  (2)  to  develop  in  him  power  ni  mathematical  methods  of 
reasoning;  and  (3)  to  give  him  a  good  foundation  for  higher  mathe- 
matics. The  following  courses  are  offered  from  the  eighth  through  the 
eleventh  giade. 

FIRST  YEAR 

Algcbi'a   I.     The   work  of  this  consists  of  drill  in  the  fundamental 
processes,  problems,  fractions,  equations,  and  much  supplementary  work. 
Text — Wentworth  and  Smith's  "Academic  Algebra." 

SECOND  YEAR 

Algebra  II.  This  is  &  continuation  of  Algebra  I.  Common  divisors, 
multiples,  simple  equations,  simultaneous  equations,  quadratics,  ex- 
ponents, and  problems  in  the  form  of  equations  are  given  special 
attention. 

Text — Milne's  "High   School  Algebr'a." 

THIRD  YEAR 

Plane  Geometry.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  rectilinear  fig- 
ures, triangles  the  circle,  proportion,  polygons,  proportional  lines, 
and  numerical  properties  of  figures. 

The  solution  of  original  problems  and  figures  is  required  througn 
out  the  course. 

Text — Wentworth  <and  Smith's  "Plane  Geometry." 


ELIZABETH  CITS',  NORTH  CAROLINA  31 

SCIENCE 
The   courses  of   study   in  the   Science   Department   are   planned   to 
give  training  in  habits  of  precision  in  accurate  observation,  in  reason- 
ing, in  devices  of  experimentation  and  in  an  understanding  of  the  valid 
grounds  of  proof  and  the  logical  basis  of  generalization. 

FIRST  YEAR 

General  science  offered  in  the  first  year  aims  to  give  instruction 
in  an  elementary  manner  into  a  broad  and  scientific  field,  considering 
physiography,  biology,  physics,  etc.  The  practical  side  of  the  subject 
is  emphasized. 

Text  Book — Caldwell  &  Eikenberry  &  Dryer. 

SECOND  TEAR 

Biology  is  offered  in  the  second  year'  to  give  still  a  broader  aspect. 
Various  type  animals  are  studied.  The  first  half  year  is  zoological  in 
character;  the  second,  botanical.     Field  work  will  be  observed. 

Text  Book — Smallwood,  Beverly  &  Bailey's  "Practical  Biology." 

THIRD  TEAR 

Physics  will  be  offered  in  the  third  year.     This  subject  will  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  relation  of  energy  and  matter. 
Laboratory  work  will  be  emphasized. 
Text  Book — Oarhart  &  Chutes  "First  Principles  of  Physics.'' 

FOURTH  TEAR 

Chemistry:  This  year's  work  concerns  itself  with  the  principles 
on  which  the  science  is  based.  Stress  will  be  laid  upon  certain  pro- 
cesses and  materials  in  their  application  to  the  commercial  arts. 

Text  Book — Brownlee,  Hancock,  Fuller'  and  others.

Each  student  should  pay  on  entering  for  athletic  fee:  Boys,  $2.00; 
Girls,  $1.00. 

All  fe'es  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each  Quarter.  Money  will 
not  be  refunded  to  students  leaving  school,  except  for  good  reasons. 
Remittance  in  payment  of  bills  should  be  sent  by  postoffice  money 
order  or  registered  letter,  and  made  payable  to  the  Principal  and 
not  to  the  student. 

All  students  who  live  in  the  Dormitories  will  be  expected  to  pay 
board,  room  rent,  and  lights  as  stated  above. 
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TUITION 

Tuition  in  the  Normal  School  "Department  is  free  to  those'  who 
live  in  North  Carolina  and  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of 
North  Carolina.  Those  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $16.00 
tuition.  The  school  is  sustained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teach- 
ers for  the  public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who 
take  advantage'  of  the  school  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  shall 
pay  the  tuition  charges. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  expenses  of  the  school. 

All  students,  whether  boarders  or  day  pupils,  must  pay  at  least 
one  month's  expenses  and  the  annual  fees  before  they  can  be  regis- 
tered. 

All  students  are  required  to  give  at  least  one  hour  of  service  to 
the  school  each  day,  or  its  equivalent. 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  entering  for  the  new  ye'ar. 

Students  must  pay  for  any  damage  to  furniture'  or  buildings  re- 
sulting from  carelessness. 

The  school  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  four  weeks  each.  No 
student  who  is  behind  on  the  books  for  more  than  15  days  will  be 
admitted  into  the  dining  hall  or  classes,  unless  permission  is  given 
by  the  Principal. 

Some  of  the  young  ladies  who  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory  may 
re'duce  their  expenses  by  washing  dishes  and  waiting  on  tables 
regularly. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

1.  Object 

The  object  of  this  State  Normal  School  is  the'  training  of  teachers 
for  the  Colored  public  schools  of  North  Carolina. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1891  made  it  possible  for  this  school  to 
be'gin  on  January  4,  1892.  The  State  Normal  School  has  stood  as 
a  beacon  light  on  the  shores  of  Eastern  Carolina  from  the  first  day 
school  was  started  until  now. 

Many  of  the  students  of  this  school  have  made  fine  re'cords  in 
teaching,  in  business,  and  in  some  of  the  leading  Universities. 

2.  Field 

The  State  Normal  School  is  situated  in  a  field  where'  great  serv- 
ice can  be  rendered  to  our  State.  Since  Eastern  Carolina  has  a  large 
group  of  rural  people,  this  Eastern  Section  looks  mainly  to  this 
school  for  teachers  and  leaders  in  their  rural  life. 

3.  Location 

Elizabeth  City  is  situated  on  the  Pasquotank  River,  in  an  agri- 
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cultural  section  where  are  grown  many  of  the  leading  crops  of 
our  State  and  where  this  great  trucking  section  can  reach  the  East- 
ern markets  by  boat  and  train. 

4.  Religious  Life 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take1  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8:55  a.m.  to  9:20  a.m.  The  exercises 
consist  of  singing,  Scripture  reading  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made'  during  the  opening  period.  The 
Faculty  as  well  as  the  students  should  attend  these  exercise's,  in 
which  all  find  pleasure  and  profit.  No  student  should  eVer  be  ab- 
sent from  the  opening  exercises.  An  attentive,  re'spectful  attitude 
is  required. 

Prayer-meeting. — On  Wednesday,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer-meeting. 
This  meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the 
school  vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meet- 
ings of  the  school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are 
encouraged  to  take  part  in  the  meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us 
all  on  a  level,  in  a  way  which  no  other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumntal  in  toning  up  and  deepening 
the  moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These 
meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  3:30  p.m.  Every 
student  is  expected  to  be  a  member  of  one  of  these  associations 
and  to  be  in  regular  attendance  upon  them  on  each  Sunday  after- 
noon.   The  annual  fee  is  $1.00. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  attend  the  Sunday  school  at  9:20 
a.m. 

5.  Literary  Societies 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the' 
students,  but  under  the  supervision  of  the'  teachers.  It  affords  the 
students  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The 
society  meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program. 
The  meetings  of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  bene- 
ficial. 

6.  Athletic  Association 

Athletic  Association. — The  students  have  an  Athletic  Association, 
which  is  well  attended  and  officered  by  the  student  body.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  Faculty  is  Director  of  the  Association. 


REGULATIONS 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectful,  orderly  and  well  behaved  at 
all  times. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship, students  must  conform  to  habits  of  truthfulness  and  hone'sty 
of  purpose,  action,  and  work. 

Students  must  refrain  from  the  use  of  profane  language,  card 
playing,  and  lounging  on  the  corners  of  streets.  We  also  advise 
that  students  do  not  take'  as  their  associates  persons,  who  are 
immoral,  untruthful,  and  careless  in  their  deportment. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  if  the  school  au- 
thorities find  out  tbat  he  has  in  his  possession  firearms.  We  earn- 
estly advise  that  guns  be  left  at  home'. 

We  advise  students  to  be  courteous  and  respectful  to  their  in- 
structors, fellow  school  mates',  and  to  all  other  persons  on  all 
occasions. 

There  shall  not  be  any  passing  up  and  down  either  one  of  the 
halls  during  school  hours  nor  shall  there  be  permitted  any  dis- 
orderly conduct  in  the  building  or  on  the  campus  while  school  is 
in  session. 

This  institution  positively  prohibits  students  connected  with  it 
from  the  use  of  tobacco  and  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

As  heretofore,  the  boys  and  girls  have  separate  play  grounds  for 
their  athletic  activitie's. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  of  the  insti- 
tution is  required  on  the  part  of  every  student.  Our  boys  are  re- 
quested not  to  lounge  around  the  Girls'  Domitories  at  any  time,  nor 
to  be  out  after  7  o'clock  at  night. 

Every  student  is  required  to  attend  Sunday  school,  Young  Men's 
and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  prayer  meetings  and 
other  meetings,  which  are  planne'd  by  the  institution  for  the  benefit 
of  the  student  body. 

All  students  must  obtain  permission  before  leaving  either  dor- 
mitory or  campus.  Lady  students  must  not  be  out  after  dark 
without  being  chaperoned. 

Students  who  have  not  done  satisfactory  work  in  the  Third  Year 
High  School  Class  and  whose'  conduct  has  not  been  commendable 
will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Fourth  Year  High  School  Class 
until  there  is  a  change  for  better  in  their  general  conduct  and 
satisfactory  improvement  made  in  their   class  work.

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Every  student  should  attend  school  180  days  each  year  in  order 
to  be  eligible  for  promotion. 

Each  student  must  enter  school  on  one  of  the  first  three  school 
days. 

We  advise  that  every  young  person  own  a  Bible,  which  should 
be  read  daily  and  prayerfully.  The1  cultivation  of  such  a  worth 
while  habit  would  evidently  add  grace  and  beauty  to  the  life  and 
Christian  character  of  our  young  people.

IMPORTANT  STATEMENT 

All  students  must  purchase  text-books.  Please  bring  from  $5.00 
to  $8.00  for  books.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order  that 
we  may  have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  department. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  dormitory  should  bring  four 
shee'ts,  two  pillow-cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers,  parasol, 
warm  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  girls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth  City 
will  room  and  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory  and  furnish  their 
rooms. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  work,  which  will 
reduce  their  board  bill. 

Enter  school  on  the  first  day  and  remain  until  the  session  closes.

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION 
AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY 


NORMAL   DEPARTMENT 

Aim  and  Scope 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  elemen- 
tary public  schools  of  the  State.  The  courses  consist  of  two  years 
of  study  in  which  the  major  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  history, 
principles  and  methods'  of  education.  The  purely  profe'ssional  sub- 
jects are  supplemented  by  such  subject  matter  studies  as  will  give 
the  student  a  wider  academic  background  for  his  professional 
equipment. 

Admission  Requirements 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  Department  the1  applicant  must  be 
a  graduate  of  an  approved  high  school,  or  its  equivalent,  and  must 
present  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen 
(15)   units  of  secondary  work. 

Graduation  Requirements 

Graduation  from  the  Normal  Department  is  based  upon  the  satis- 
factory completion  of  at  least  150  quarter  hours  of  work.  A  quarter 
hour  of  work  is  a  recitation  occurring  five  times  a  week  for  twelve 
weeks.  Five  subjects  may  be  taken  concurrently;  and  as  the  school 
year  is  divided  into  three  quarters,  75  quarter  hours  of  credit  may 
be  acquired  during  each  year. 

Diploma  and  Certificate 

A  Diploma  will  be  awarded  to  all  who  complete  this  course.  Fur- 
thermore, by  special  arrangement  those  who  complete'  the  course 
will  be  granted,  without  an  examination,  a  Primary  B  or  Grammar 
Grade  B  Certificate  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction.

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DOMESTIC  ART 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  thorough  training  in  both  the 
theory  and  practice  of  sewing  and  dressmaking. 

A  four-year  course  in  sewing  is  offered  which  gives  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  sewing. 

First  Year 

Hand  Sewing — Models  will  he  made  of  the  essential  stitches, 
seams,  worked  buttonholes. 

Practice  work  on  hemming  towels,  napkins,  making  collar  and 
cuff  sets,  sewing  apron,  laundry  bag  and  cooking  uniform. 

Talks  on  use  of  thimble,  needles,  pins,  tracing  wheel,  scissors, 
shears  and  tape. 

Second  Tear 

Machine  Sewing — Undergarments  and  lingerie.  Theory  work  on 
care  and  use  of  machines.  Drafting  analysis.  Selection  of  ma- 
terials and  trimmings. 

Third  Tear 

Lingerie  and  tailored  blouses,  tailored  wash  skirts,  plain  wash 
dress. 

The'ory:  Use  and  alteration  of  commercial  patterns.  Care  and 
selection  of  clothing.  Color  harmony  in  relation  to  clothes.  Cos- 
tume and  its  relation  to  individuals.  The  clothing  budgets  and  the 
wardrobe. 

Fourth  Tear 

Tailored  woolen  skirt,  one  piece  woolen  dre'ss  and  silk  dress. 
Remodeling  and  renovating  of  old  clothes. 

Study  of  Textiles — Textbook:  "Textiles,"  by  McGowan  and  Waite. 


Junior  IVormal 

Practice  work — Models  of  all  samples  necessary  for  teachers  of 
domestic  art. 

Theory — General  review  of  all  theory  work  in  the  High  School 
Department. 

Senior  Normal 

This  course  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  theory  work.  In  this 
course  Methods  of  Teaching  Sewing  will  be  .taught;  special  em- 
phasis will  be  laid  on  rural  school  methods.  Lesson  plans  will  be 
discussed.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  outline  a  year's  course 
of  study  in  sewing. 

Courses  will  also  be  given  in  Millinery,  Tailoring,  Costume  De- 
sign, Basketry  and  Weaving  to  any  applicant. 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 


First  Tear 


The  first  course  in  cooking  is  based  on  food  principles  and  the 
selection  and  preparations  of  foods.  Instruction  is  given  in  the 
care  of  the  kitchen  furnishings  and  equipment. 

Text — Greer's  "Textbook  of  Cooking." 

Second  Tear 

The  second  year  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  food  preserva- 
tion, menu  making,  and  home  sanitation.  During  this  course  in- 
struction in  the  simple  processes  of  housewifery  is  continued,  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  furnishings  and  care'  of  the  dining  room 
and  living  room. 

Text — Greer's  "Textbook  of  Cooking." 

Third  Tear 

This  course  deals  with  dishes  of  a  more  complicated  nature  and 
with  dietetics,  serving  and  laundry  work. 

Text — Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

Fourth  Tear 

Cooking  in  the  fourth  year  deals  with  the  amount  and  kinds  of 
foods  needed  by  the  body  for  growth  and  health,  invalid  cookery, 
and  school  lunches. 

Text — Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

Junior  Normal 

In  this  course  a  study  is  made  of  the  proper  nourishment  of  the 
human  body,  the  balancing  of  meals,  and  lunch  room  cookery.  In- 
struction is  also  given  in  household  management  and  marketing. 

Senior  Normal 

In  this  year  the  fundamentals  of  cooking  are  reviewed  as  a  basis 
for  practice  work  in  teaching.  Advanced  work,  including  invalid 
cookery,  the  making  of  lesson  plans  and  home'  making  are  given. 

Text — Farmer's  "Boston  Cooking  School  Book,"  "Parloa's  Home 
Economics." 
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ENGLISH 

The  general  aims  of  the  study  of  English  are  first,  to  enable  the 
student  to  speak  and  write  correctly  and  effectively;  second  to  ac- 
quaint him  with  the  best  works  of  our  leading  English  and  Amer- 
ican authors;  third,  to  develop  in  him  an  appreciation  for  good 
literature  and  the  habit  of  reflective  reading. 

English  I 

With  the  aid  of  oral  and  written  composition,  a  review  in  gram- 
mar and  the  correct  application  of  good  form  in  every  day  writing 
and  speaking,  the  students  speech  and  writing  are  improved.  Em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  sentence  structure,  coherent  ideas  and  related 
thought.  The  English  Note  Book  is  a  means  by  which  all  written 
composition  is  kept  intact  and  errors  discovered  and  corrected. 

Text — Bolenius'  "Every  Day  English  Composition." 

English  II 

The  se'cond  year  English  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  of  the 
previous  year  on  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive  scale,  with  stress 
upon  theme  work,  narration,  description,  exposition  and  argumen- 
tation. The  student  becomes  familiar  with  standard  literary  forms 
and  acquires  a  proper  appreciation  of  literary  values. 

Text — Lewis  and  Hosic's  "Practical  English." 

English  III 

This  course,  designed  for  third  year,  consists  of  a  study  of  the 
theory  and  practice  of  English  composition — oral  and  written.  All 
of  the  fundamental  forms  of  discourse  are  studied,  but  the  greatest 
emphasis  is  put  upon  Exposition.  On  the  side  of  literature,  the  his- 
tory of  American  literature'  is  studied,  and  as  many  poems  of  the 
principal  writers  are  studied  as  the  time  limits  and  reference  ma- 
terial permit.     Special  topics  in  Grammar  are  reviewed. 

Texts — Lewis  and  Hosic's  "Practical  English,"  Metcalf's  "Amer- 
ican Literature." 

English  IV 
This  course,  designed  for  fourth  year,  is  a  continuation  of  the 
course  above,  so  far  as  composition  is  concerned,  with  emphasis 
on  Argumentative  themes.  The  work  in  Composition  is  supplemen- 
ted by  a  study  of  the  history  of  English  literature  and  by  an  ap- 
preciative study  of  typical  examples  of  the  various  literary  types. 
Composition  based  on  the  literature  read,  and  practice  in  debate 
are  features  of  this  course. 

Texts — Lockwood  and  Emerson's  "Composition  and  Rhetoric," 
Metcalf's  "English  Literature,"  and  Richo's  "A  Study  of  Types  of 
Literature." 
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HISTORY  AND  CIVICS 


I^irst  Tear 

Civics — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  some  idea  of 
the  the'ory  of  our  government  and  to  call  attention  to  some  of  the 
problems  in  their  community. 

Text — Hughes'  "Community  Civics." 

History — Early  European — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  make  a 
study  of  the  Ancient  Europeans — Greeks,  Romans  and  early  Ger- 
mans— in  their  continuous  struggle  for  a  large'r  and  freer  life. 
The  course  extends  up  to  1700  A.D. 

Text — Robinson  and  Breasted.     Part  I. 

Second  Tear 

History — Modern  European — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  secure 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the'  development  of  "Western  Europe  from 
the  days  of  Charlemagne.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  causes 
leading  up  to  the  World  War. 

Text — Robinson  and  Beard.     Part  II. 

Third  Tear 

(a)  Civics — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the'  ethics  of  citi- 
zenship and  to  show  the  unity  of  all  human  relationships. 

Text — Dole's  "The  New  American  Citizen." 

(b)  History — American — This  course  is  a  thorough  review  of  the 
chief  events  in  the  development  of  our  government  and  its  institu- 
tions. The  aim  is  to  enable  the  student,  by  contrasting  present  with 
past  conditions,  to  better  undertand  our  problems  of  today  and  to 
show  them  their  relation  to  such  problems. 


MODERN  LANGUAGE 


French  I 

French  offered  in  the  third  year  is  planned  to  give  the  student 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  language  both  as  written  and  spoken, 
and  also  to  develop  an  appreciation  for  French  Literature. 

The  work  as  outlined  above  is  carrie'd  on  by  means'  of  recitation, 
written  exercises,  and  collateral  readings.  Much  stress  is  laid,  from 
the  beginning,  upon  the  ability  of  the  student  to  express  himself

dire'ctly  in  the  language.    To  accomplish  this  end,  the  class    is  con- 
ducted as  far  as  possible  in  French. 
Textbook — Le  Premier — Meras. 

French  II 

French  of  the  fourth  year  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  above, 
with  the  emphasis  placed  on  composition  and  the  acquiring  of 
greatet  ease  in  interpreting  French  thought.  Selections  from  the 
best  authors  are  used  in  this  course. 


Latin 

The  four  year  course  in  Latin  is  arranged  so  as  to  enable  the 
student  to  become  acquainted  with  the  forms  and  construction  of 
Latin  grammar,  familiarity  with  standard  Latin  writers  and  a 
knowledge  of  the  historical  importance  and  beauty  of  the  Roman 
Period  as  conveyed  by  such  writers.  It  is  planned  also  to  meet 
entrance  requirements  of  the  standard  colleges  and  universities  of 
the  country. 

Bennett's  Latin  Grammar  is  used  throughout  the  course. 

Latin  I 

In  the  First  Year,  the  student  is  drilled  thoroughly  in  the  Latin 
syntax  and  grammar,  including  the  declension  of  nouns,  pronouns, 
and  adjectives,  the  conjugation  of  verbs,  the  inflection  of  adverbs 
and  adjectives;  characteristics  and  uses  of  the  prepositions,  con- 
junctions and  interjections;  the  arrangement  of  phrases  and  clauses 
and  sentence  structure  and  word  order,  so  that  the  student  may 
acquire  the  ability  to  read  with  ease'  and  accuracy  Latin  stories 
and  extracts  from  Csesar. 

Textbook — Collar  and  Daniell's  First  Year  Latin  revised  by 
Jenkins,  supplemented  by  Latin  Composition. 

Latin  II 

The  first  four  books  of  Ca?sar's  Gallic  War  are  used  during  the 
Second  Year;  with  stress  upon  characteristic  arrangement  of  the 
author,  the  motive  and  historical  importance  of  each  campaign,  and 
the  common  construction  in  use. 

Textbook — Bennett's   Caesar's   Gallic  War. 

Latin  III 

Cicero's  Orations  are  read  in  the  Third  Year,  including  the  Cati- 
linarian  Orations,  Defense  of  Archias,  Manillian  Law  and  the'  Par- 
don of  Marcellus.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  narrative  involved  and 
the  arguments  advanced.  A  thorough  review  in  the  syntax  is  given 
also. 

Textbook — Bennett's   Cicero's   Orations. 
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Latin  IV 

The  epic  poem,  Virgil's  iEneid,  including  the  first  four  books  and 
the  sixth  book  is  read  during  the  year.  The  student  is  drilled  in  the' 
work  of  scansion  and  its  peculiar  application  to  The  JEneid.  Along 
with  the  narrative,  as  a  supplement,  the  myths  of  Greece'  and  Rome, 
as  found  in  Bulfinch's  Ages  of  Fables,  are  studied. 

Textbook — Bennett's  Virgil's  iEneid. 


MATHEMATICS 


The  three  principal  aims  of  this  department  are:  (1)  to  prepare 
the  student  for  the  practical  application  of  mathematics  to  every 
day  problems;  (2)  to  develop  in  him  power  in  mathematical  meth- 
ods of  reasoning;  and  (3)  to  give  him  a  good  foundation  for  higher 
mathematics.  The  following  courses  are  offered  from  the  eighth 
through  the  eleventh  grade. 

First  Tear 

Algebra  I.  The  work  of  this  course  consists  of  drill  in  the  funda- 
mental processes,  problems,  fractions,  equations,  and  much  supple- 
mentary work. 

Text — Wentworth  and  Smith's  "Academic  Algebra." 

Second  Tear 

Algebra  II.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Algebra  I.  Common  divis- 
ors, multiples,  simple  equations,  simultaneous  equations,  quad- 
ratics, exponents,  and  problems  in  the  form  of  equations  are  given 
special  attention. 

Text — Milne's  "High  School  Algebra." 

Third  Tear 

Plane  Geometry.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  rectilinear  fig- 
ures, triangles,  the  circle,  proportion,  polygons,  proportional  lines, 
and  numerical  properties  of  figures. 

The  solution  of  original  problems  and  figures  is  required  through- 
out the  course. 

Text — Wentworth  and  Smith's  "Plane  Geometry." 


SCIENCE 


The  courses  of  study  in  the  Science  Department  are  planned  to 
give   training   in   habits   of  precision   in  accurate   observation,   in 
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reasoning,  in  devices  of  experimentation  and  in  an  understanding 
of  the  valid  grounds  of  proof  and  the  logical  basis  of  generalization. 

First  Tear 

General  science  offered  in  the  first  year  aims  to  give  instruction 
in  an  elementary  manner  in  a  broad  and  scientific  field,  consider- 
ing physiography,  biology,  physics,  etc.  The  practical  side  of  the 
subject  is  emphasized. 

Text — Caldwell  &  Eikenberry  &  Dryer. 

Second  Tear 

Biology  is  offered  in  the  second  year  to  give  still  a  broader  aspect. 
Various  type  animals  are'  studied.  The  first  half  year  is  zoological 
in  character;  the  second  botanical.    Field  work  will  be  observed. 

Text — Smallwood,  Beverly  &  Bailey's  "Practical  Biology." 

Third  Tear 

Physics  will  be  offered  in  the  third  year.     This  subje'ct  will  ac- 
quaint the  student  with  the  relation  of  energy  and  matter. 
Laboratory  work  will  be  emphasized. 
Text — Oar-hart  &  Chutes  "First  Principles  of  Physics." 

Fourth  Tear 

Chemistry.  This  year's  work  concerns  itself  with  the  principles 
on  which  the  science  is  based.  Stress  will  be  laid  upon  certain  pro- 
cesses and  materials  in  their  application  to  the  commercial  arts. 

Text — Brownlee,  Hancock,  Fuller  and  others.

All  fees  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  Money  will  not 
be  refunded  to  students  leaving  school  except  for  good  reasons. 
Remittance  in  payment  of  bills  should  be  sent  by  postoffice  money 
order  or  registered  letter,  and  made  payable  to  the  Principal,  and 
not  to  the  student. 

All  students  who  live  in  the  dormitories  will  be  expected  to  pay 
board,  room  rent,  and  lights  as  state  above.  Local  students  will 
be  required  to  pay  entrance  and  fuel  fee. 
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TUITION 

Tuition  in  the  Normal  School  Department  is  free  to  those  who 
live  in  North  Carolina  and  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of 
North  Carolina.  Those  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $18.00 
tuition.  The  school  is  sustained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teach- 
ers for  the  public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who 
take  advantage  of  the  school  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  shall 
pay  the  tuition  charges. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  expenses  of  the  school. 

All  students,  whether  boarders  or  day  pupils,  must  pay  at  least 
one  month's  expenses  and  the  annual  fees  before  they  can  be  regis- 
tered. 

All  students  are  required  to  give  at  least  30  minutes  of  service  to 
the  school  each  day,  or  its  equivalent. 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  entering  for  the  new  year. 

Students  must  pay  for  any  damage  to  furniture  or  buildings  re- 
sulting from  carelessness. 

The  school  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  four  weeks  each.  No 
student  who  is  behind  on  the  books  for  10  days  will  be  admitted 
into  the   dining  hall  or   classes. 

Some  of  the  young  ladies  who  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory  may 
reduce  their  expenses  by  washing  dishes  and  waiting  on  tables 
regularly. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

1.  Object 

The  object  of  this  State  Normal  School  is  the  training  of  teachers 
for  the  Colored  public  schools  of  North  Carolina. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1891  made  it  possible  for  this  school  to 
begin  on  January  4,  1892.  The  State  Normal  School  has  stood  as 
a  beacon  light  on  the  shores  of  Eastern  Carolina  from  this  first  day 
school  was  started  until  now. 

Many  of  the  students  of  this  school  have  made  fine  records  in 
teaching,  in  business,  and  in  some  of  the  leading  Universities  of 
America. 

2.  Field 

The  State  Normal  School  is  situated  in  a  field  where  great  serv- 
ice can  be  rendered  to  our  State.  Since  Eastern  Carolina  has  a  large 
group  of  rural  people,  this  Eastern  Section  looks  mainly  to  this 
school  for  teachers  and  leaders  in  their  rural  life. 
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3.  Location 

Elizabeth  City  is  situated  on  the  Pasquotank  River,  in  an  agri- 
cultural section  where  are  grown  many  of  the  leading  crops  of 
our  State  and  where  this  great  trucking  section  can  reach  the  East- 
ern markets  by  boat  and  train. 

4.  Religious  Life 

The  Opening  Exercises.  The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  sohool  day  from  8:55  a.m.  to  9:20  a.m.  The  exercises 
consist  of  singing,  Scripture  reading  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The 
Faculty  as  well  as  the  students  should  attend  these  exercises,  in 
which  all  find  pleasure  and  profit.  No  student  should  ever  be  ab- 
sent from  the  opening  exercises.  An  attentive,  respectful  attitude 
is  required. 

Prayer-meeting.  On  Wednesday,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer-meeting. 
This  meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the 
school  vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meet- 
ings of  the  school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are 
encouraged  to  take  part  in  the  meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us 
all  on  a  level,  in  a  way  which  no  other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations.  The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepening 
the  moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These 
meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  3:30  p.m.  Every 
student  is  expected  to  be  a  member  of  one  of  these  associations 
and  to  be  in  regular  attendance  upon  them  on  each  Sunday  after- 
noon.    The  annual  fee  is  $1.00. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  attend  the  Sunday  school  at  9:20 
a.m. 

5.  Literary  Societies 

Lyceum.  The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the 
students,  but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the 
students  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The 
society  meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occassional  public  program. 
The  meetings  of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  bene- 
ficial. 

6.  Athletic  Association 

Athletic  Association.  The  students  have  an  Athletic  Association, 
which  is  well  attended  and  officered  by  the  student  body.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  Faculty  is  Director  of  the  Association. 


REGULATIONS 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectful,  orderly  and  well  behaved  at 
all  times.     They  must  obey  when  spoken  to. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship, students  must  conform  to  habits  of  truthfulness  and  honesty 
of  purpose,  action,  and  work. 

Students  must  refrain  from  the  use  of  profane  language,  card 
playing,  and  lounging  about  streets.  We  also  advise  that  students 
do  not  take  as  their  associates  persons,  who  are  immoral,  untruthful, 
and  careless  in  their  deportment. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  if  the  school  au- 
thorities find  out  that  he  has  in  his  possession  firearms.  We  earn- 
estly advise  that  guns  be  left  at  home. 

Students  must  be  sober. 

We  advise  students  to  be  courteous  and  respectful  to  their  in- 
structors, fellow  school  mates,  and  to  all  other  persons  on  all 
occassions. 

There  shall  not  be  any  passing  up  and  down  either  one  of  the 
halls  during  school  hours  nor  shall  there  be  permitted  any  dis- 
orderly conduct  in  the  building  or  on  the  campus  while  school  is 
in  session. 

Students  must  keep  separate  on  campus. 

This  institution  positively  prohibits  students  connected  with  it 
from  the  use  of  tobacco  and  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

As  heretofore,  the  boys  and  girls  have  separate  play  grounds  for 
their  athletic  activities. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  of  the  insti- 
tution is  required  on  the  part  of  every  student.  Our  boys  are  re- 
quested not  to  lounge  around  the  Girls'  Dormitories  at  any  time,  nor 
to  be  out  after  7  o'clock  at  night. 

Every  student  is  required  to  attend  Sunday  school,  Young  Men's 
and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  prayer  meetings  and 
other  meetings,  which  are  planned  by  the  institution  for  the  benefit 
of  the  student  body. 

All  students  must  obtain  permission  before  leaving  either  dor- 
mitory or  campus.  Lady  students  must  not  be  out  after  dark 
without  being  chaperoned. 

Students  who  have  not  done  satisfactory  work  in  the  Third  year 
High  School  Class  and  whose  conduct  has  not  been  commendable 
-will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Fourth  Year  High  School  Class 
until  there  is  a  change  for  better  in  their  general  conduct  and 
satisfactory  improvement  made  in  their  class  work. 

Every  student  should  attend  school  180  days  each  year  in  order 
to  be  eligible  for  promotion. 
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Each  student  must  enter  school  on  one  of  the  first  three  school 
days. 

Fee   for   registration   after   third    day  will   be    $1.00. 

We  advise  that  every  young  person  own  a  Bible,  which  should 
be  read  daily  and  prayerfully.  The  cultivation  of  such  a  worth 
while  habit  would  evidently  add  grace  and  beauty  to  the  life  and 
Christian  character  of  our  young  people.

IMPORTANT  STATEMENT 

All  students  must  purchase  textbooks.  Please  bring  from  $5.00 
to  $8.00  for  books.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order  that 
we  may  have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  department. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  Dormitory  should  bring 
four  sheets,  two  pillow-cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers, 
parasol,  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  girls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth 
City  will  room  and  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory  and  furnish  their 
rooms. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  work,  which 
will  reduce  their  board  bill. 

Enter  school  on  the  first  day  and  remain  until  the  session  closes. 

The  sixth  and  seventh  grades  are  now  a  part  of  the  Practice 
School  Department. 

All  patrons  of  this  institution  will  please  observe  that  board  must 
be  paid  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  each  month.  If  any  such 
monthly  payment  is  not  made  on  or  before  the  10th  of  the  month 
for  which  board  is  due,  the  pupil  involved  is  to  be  dropped.  Each 
teacher  and  pupil  will  be  required  to  pay  $14.00  per  month  begin- 
ning September  1925.  This  regulation  was  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  State  Normal  School,  May  29,  1925. 

Teachers  will  be  required  to  pay  fuel,  light  and  room  rent  fees. 

PEACTICE    AND    OBSERVATION    SCHOOL 

Each  pupil  who  enters  this  Department  will  be  required  to  pay 
an  entrance  fee  of  $2.00  for  the  year.  The  following  tuition  will 
also  be  required: 

First,  second  and  third  grades,  $1.50  per  month. 

Fourth  and  fifth  grades,  $1.75  per  month. 

Sixth  and  seventh  grades,  $2.00  per  month. 

All  payments  are  to  be  made  promptly. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION 
AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY 


NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 

Aim  and  Scope 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  elemen- 
tary public  schools  of  the  State.  The  courses  consist  of  two  years 
of  study  in  which  the  major  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  history, 
principles  and  methods  of  education.  The  purely  professional  sub- 
jects are  supplemented  by  such  subject  matter  studies  as  will  give 
the  student  a  wider  academic  background  for  his  professional 
equipment. 

Admission  Requirements 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  Department  the  applicant  must  be 
a  graduate  of  an  approved  high  school,  or  its  equivalent,  and  must 
present  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  units  of  secondary  work. 

Graduation   Requirements 

Graduation  from  the  Normal  Department  is  based  upon  the  satis- 
factory completion  of  at  least  150  quarter  hours  of  work.  A  quarter 
hour  of  work  is  a  recitation  occurring  five  times  a  week  for  twelve 
weeks.  Five  subjects  may  be  taken  concurrently;  and  as  the  school 
year  is  divided  into  three  quarters,  75  quarter  hours  of  credit  may 
be  acquired  during  each  year. 

Diploma  and  Certificate 

A  Diploma  will  be  awarded  to  all  who  complete  this  course.  Fur- 
thermore, by  special  arrangement  those  who  complete  the  course 
will  be  granted,  without  an  examination,  a  primary  B  or  Grammar 
Grade  B  Certificate  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction.

This  course  is  designed  to  give  thorough  training  in  both  the 
theory  and   practice   of  sewing   and   dressmaking. 

A  four-year  course  in  sewing  is  offered  which  gives  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  sewing. 

First  Year 

Hand  Sewing.  Models  will  be  made  of  the  essential  stitches, 
seams,  worked  buttonholes. 

Practice  work  on  hemming  towels,  napkins,  making  collar  and 
cuff  sets,  sewing  apron,  laundry  bag  and  cooking  uniform. 

Talks  on  use  of  thimble,  needles,  pins,  tracing  wheel,  scissors, 
shears  and  tape. 

Second  Year 

Machine  Sewing.  Undergarments  and  lingerie.  Theory  work  on 
care  and  use  of  machines.  Drafting  analysis.  Selection  of  ma- 
terials and  trimmings. 

Third  Year 

Lingerie  and  tailored  blouses,  tailored  wash  skirts,  plain  wash 
dress. 

Theory:  Use  and  alteration  of  commercial  patterns.  Care  and 
selection  of  clothing.  Color  harmony  in  relation  to  clothes.  Cos- 
tume and  its  relation  to  individuals.  The  clothing  budgets  and  the 
wardrobe. 

Fourth  Year 

Tailored  woolen  skirt,  one  piece  woolen  dress  and  silk  dress. 
Remodeling  and  renovating  of  old  clothes. 

Study  of  Textiles.     Textbook:  "Textiles,"  by  McGowan  and  Waite. 

Junior  Normal 

Practice  work.  Models  of  all  samples  necessary  for  teachers  of 
domestic  art. 

Theory.  General  review  of  all  theory  work  in  the  High  School 
Department. 

Senior  Normal 

This  course  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  theory  work.  In  this 
course  Methods  of  Teaching  Sewing  will  be  taught;  special  em- 
phasis will  be  laid  on  rural  school  methods.  Lesson  plans  will  be 
discussed.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  outline  a  year's  course 
of  study  in  sewing. 

Courses  will  also  be  given  in  Millinery,  Tailoring,  Costume  De- 
sign, Basketry  and  Weaving  to  any  applicant. 
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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 


First  Tear 


The  first  course  in  cooking  is  based  on  food  principles  and  the 
selection  and  preparations  of  foods.  Instruction  is  given  in  the 
care  of  the  kitchen  furnishings  and  equipment. 

Text.     Greer's  "Textbook  of  Cooking." 

Second  Tear 

The  second  year  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  food  preserva- 
tion, menu  making,  and  home  sanitation.  During  this  course  in- 
struction in  the  simple  processes  of  housewifery  is  continued,  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  furnishings  and  care  of  the  dining  room 
and  living  room. 

Text.     Greer's  "Textbook  of  Cooking." 

Third  Tear 

This  course  deals  with  dishes  of  a  more  complicated  nature  and 
with  dietetics,  serving  and  laundry  work. 

Text.     Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

Fourth  Tear 

Cooking  in  the  fourth  year  deals  with  the  amount  and  kinds  of 
foods  needed  by  the  body  for  growth  and  health,  invalid  cookery, 
and  school  lunches. 

Text.    Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

Junior  Normal 

In  this  course  a  study  is  made  of  the  proper  nourishment  of  the 
human  body,  the  balancing  of  meals,  and  lunch  room  cookery.  In- 
struction is  also  given  in  household  management  and  marketing. 

Senior  Normal 

In  this  year  the  fundamentals  of  cooking  are  reviewed  as  a  basis 
for  practice  work  in  teachng.  Advanced  work,  including  invalid 
cookery,  the  making  of  lesson  plans  and  home  making  are  given. 

Text.  Farmer's  "Boston  Cooking  School  Book,"  "Parloa's  Home 
Economics."

ENGLISH 

The  general  aims  of  the  study  of  English  are  first,  to  enable  the 
student  to  speak  and  write  correctly  and  effectively;  second  to  ac- 
quaint him  with  the  best  works  of  our  leading  English  and  Amer- 
ican authors;  third,  to  develop  in  him  an  appreciation  for  good 
literature  and  the  habit  of  reflective  reading. 

English  I 

With  the  aid  of  oral  and  written  composition,  a  review  in  gram- 
mar and  the  correct  application  of  good  form  in  every  day  writing 
and  speaking,  the  students  speech  and  writing  are  improved.  Em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  sentence  structure,  coherent  ideas  and  related 
thought.  The  English  Note  Book  is  a  means  by  which  all  written 
composition  is  kept  intact  and  errors  discovered  and  corrected. 

Text.     Bolenius'  "Every  Day  English  Composition." 

English  II 

The  second  year  English  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  of  the 
previous  year  on  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive  scale,  with  stress 
upon  theme  work,  narration,  description,  exposition  and  argumen- 
tation. The  student  becomes  familiar  with  standard  literary  forms 
and  acquires  a  proper  appreciation  of  literary  values. 

Text.     Lewis  and  Hosic's  "Practical  English." 

English  III 

This  course,  designed  for  third  year,  consists  of  a  study  of  the 
theory  and  practice  of  English  composition — oral  and  written.  All 
of  the  fundamental  forms  of  discourse  are  studied,  but  the  greatest 
emphasis  is  put  upon  Exposition.  On  the  side  of  literature,  the  his- 
tory of  American  literature  is  studied,  and  as  many  poems  of  the 
principal  writers  are  studied  as  the  time  limits  and  reference  ma- 
terial permit.     Special  topics  in  Grammar  are  reviewed. 

Texts.  Lewis  and  Hosic's  "Practical  English."  Metcalf's  "Amer- 
ican  Literature." 

English  IV 

This  course,  designed  for  fourth  year,  is  a  continuation  of  the 
course  above,  so  far  as  composition  is  concerned,  with  emphasis 
on  Argumentative  themes.  The  work  in  Composition  is  supplemen- 
ted by  a  study  of  the  history  of  English  literature  and  by  an  ap- 
preciative study  of  typical  examples  of  the  various  literary  types. 
Composition  based  on  the  literature  read,  and  practice  in  debate 
are  features  of  this  course. 

Texts.  Lockwood  and  Emerson's  "Composition  and  Rhetoric," 
Metcalf's  "English  Literature,"  and  Richo's  "A  Study  of  Types  of 
Literature." 
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HISTORY  AM)  CIVICS 


First  Tear 

Civics.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  some  idea  of 
the  theory  of  our  government  and  to  call  attention  to  some  of  the 
problems  in  their   community. 

Text.     Hughes'  "Community  Civics." 
History.     Early  European.     The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  make  a 
study  of  the  Ancient  Europeans — Greeks,  Romans  and   early  Ger- 
mans— in  their   continuous   struggle   for   a   larger   and   freer   life. 
The  course  extends  up  to  1700  A.D. 

Text.     Robinson   and   Breasted.     Part   I. 

Second  Tear 

History  Modern  European.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  secure 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  development  of  Western  Europe  from 
the  days  of  Charlemagne.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  causes 
leading  up  to  the  World  War. 

Text.     Robinson  and  Beard.     Part  II. 

Third  Tear 

(a)  Civics.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  ethics  of  citi- 
zenship and  to  show  the  unity  of  all  human  relationships. 

Text.     Dole's  "The  New  American  Citizen." 

(b)  History.  American.  This  course  is  a  thorough  review  of  the 
chief  events  in  the  development  of  our  government  and  its  institu- 
tions. The  aim  is  to  enable  the  student,  by  contrasting  present  with 
past  conditions,  to  better  understand  our  problems  of  today  and  to 
show  them  their  relation  to  such  problems. 


MODERN  LANGUAGE 


French  I 

French  offered  in  the  third  year  is  planned  to  give  the  student 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  language  both  as  written  and  spoken, 
and  also  to  develop  an  appreciation  for  French  Literature. 

The  work  as  outlined  above  is  carried  on  by  means  of  recitation, 
written  exercises,  and  collateral  readings.  Much  stress  is  laid,  from 
the  beginning,  upon  the  ability  of  the  student  to  express  himself 
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directly  in  the  language.    To  accomplish  this  end,  the  class  is  con- 
ducted as  far  as  possible  in  French. 
Textbook.     Le  Premier — Meras. 

French  II 

French  of  the  fourth  year  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  above, 
"with  the  emphasis  placed  on  composition  and  the  acquiring  of 
greater  ease  in  interpreting  French  thought.  Selections  from  the 
best  authors  are  used  in  this  course. 


Latin 


The  four  year  course  in  Latin  is  arranged  so  as  to  enable  the 
student  to  become  acquainted  with  the  forms  and  construction  of 
Latin  grammar,  familiarity  with  standard  Latin  writers  and  a 
knowledge  of  the  historical  importance  and  beauty  of  the  Roman 
Period  as  conveyed  by  such  writers.  It  is  planned  also  to  meet 
entrance  requirements  of  the  standard  colleges  and  universities  of 
the  country. 

Bennett's     Latin     Grammar     is     used     throughout     the     course. 

Latin  I 

In  the  First  Year,  the  student  is  drilled  thoroughly  in  the  Latin 
syntax  and  grammar,  including  the  declension  of  nouns,  pronouns, 
and  adjectives,  the  conjugation  of  verbs,  the  inflection  of  adverbs 
and  adjectives;  characteristics  and  uses  of  the  prepositions,  con- 
junctions and  interjections;  the  arrangement  of  phrases  and  clauses 
and  sentence  structure  and  word  order,  so  that  the  student  may 
acquire  the  ability  to  read  with  ease  and  accuracy  Latin  stories 
and  extracts  from  Caesar. 

Textbook.  Collar  and  Daniell's  First  Year  Latin  revised  by 
Jenkins,  supplemented  by  Latin  Composition. 

Latin   II 

The  first  four  books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  used  during  the 
Second  Year;  with  stress  upon  characteristic  arrangement  of  the 
author,  the  motive  and  historical  importance  of  each  campaign,  and 
the  common  construction  in  use. 

Textbook.     Bennett's  Caesar's  Gallic  War. 
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Latin  III 

Cicero's  Orations  are  read  in  the  Third  Year,  including  the  Cati- 
linarian  Orations,  Defense  of  Archias,  Manillian  Law  and  the  Par- 
don of  Marcellus.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  narrative  involved  and 
the  arguments  advanced.  A  thorough  review  in  the  syntax  is  given 
also. 

Textbook.     Bennett's  Cicero's  Orations. 

Latin  IV 

The  epic  poem,  Virgil's  ^Eneid,  including  the  first  four  books  and 
the  sixth  book  is  read  during  the  year.  The  student  is  drilled  in  the 
work  of  scansion  and  its  peculiar  application  to  the  iEneid.  Along 
with  the  narrative,  as  a  supplement,  the  myths  of  Greece  and  Rome, 
as  found  in  Bulfinch's  Ages  of  Fables,  are  studied. 

Textbook.     Bennett's  Virgil's  ^3neid. 


MATHEMATICS 

The  three  principal  aims  of  this  department  are:  (1)  to  prepare 
the  student  for  the  practical  application  of  mathematics  to  every 
day  problems;  (2)  to  develop  in  him  power  in  mathematical  meth- 
ods of  reasoning;  and  (3)  to  give  him  a  good  foundation  for  higher 
mathematics.  The  following  courses  are  offered  from  the  eighth 
through  the  eleventh   grade. 

First  Tear 

Algebra  I.  The  work  of  this  course  consists  of  drill  in  the  funda- 
mental processes,  problems,  fractions,  equations,  and  much  supple- 
mentary work. 

Text.     Wentworth   and   Smith's   "Academic  Algebra." 

Second  Tear 

Algebra  II.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Algebra  I.  Common  divi- 
sors, multiples,  simple  equations,  simultaneous  equations,  quad- 
ratics, exponents,  and  problems  in  the  form  of  equations  are  given 
special  attention. 

Text.     Milne's  "High  School  Algebra." 

Third  Tear 

Plane  Geometry.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  rectilinear  fig- 
ures, triangles,  the  circle,  proportion,  polygons,  proportional  lines, 
and  numerical  properties  of  figures. 

The  solution  of  original  problems  and  figures  is  required  through- 
out the  course. 

Text.    Wentworth  and  Smith's  "Plane  Geometry." 


SCIENCE 

The  courses  of  study  in  the  Science  Department  are  planned  to 
give  training  in  hahits  of  precision  in  accurate  observation,  in 
reasoning,  in  devices  of  experimentation  and  in  an  understanding 
of  the  valid  grounds  of  proof  and  the  logical  basis  of  generalization. 

First  Tear 

General  science  offered  in  the  first  year  aims  to  give  instruction 
in  an  elementary  manner  in  a  broad  and  scientific  field,  consider- 
ing physiography,  biology,  physics,  etc.  The  practical  side  of  the 
subject  is  emphasized. 

Text.    Caldwell  &  Eikenberry  &  Dryer. 

Second  Tear 

Biology  is  offered  in  the  second  year  to  give  still  a  broader  aspect. 
Various  type  animals  are  studied.  The  first  half  year  is  zoological 
in  character;   the  second  botanical.     Field  work  will  be  observed. 

Text.     Smallwood,  Beverly  &  Bailey's  "Practical  Biology." 

Third  Tear 

Physics  will  be  offered  in  the  third  year.     This  subject  will  ac- 
quaint the  student  with  the  relation  of  energy  and  matter. 
Laboratory  work  will  be  emphasized. 
Text.     Carhart  &  Chutes  "First  Principles  of  Physics." 

Fourth  Tear 

Chemistry.  This  year's  work  concerns  itself  with  the  principles 
od  which  the  science  is  based.  Stress  will  be  laid  upon  certain  proc- 
esses and  materials  in  their  application  to  the  commercial  arts. 

Text.     Brownlee,  Hancock,  Fuller  and  others.

WHEN  AND  HOW  TO  PAY 

All  fees  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  Money  will  not  be 
refunded  to  students  leaving  school  except  for  good  reasons.  Remittance 
in  payment  of  bills  should  be  sent  by  postoffice  money  order  or  registered 
letter,  and  made  payable  to  the  Principal,  and  not  to  the  student. 

All  students  who  live  in  the  dormitories  will  be  expected  to  pay 
board,  room  rent,  and  lights  as  stated  above.  Local  students  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  entrance  and  fuel  fees. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  expenses  of  the  school. 

All  students,  whether  boarders  or  day  pupils,  must  pay  at  least  one 
month's  expenses  and  the  annual  fees  before  they  can  be  registered. 

All  students  are  required  to  give  at  least  30  minutes  of  service  to  the 
school  each  day,  or  its  equivalent. 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  entering  for  the  new  year. 

Studenta  must  pay  for  any  damage  to  furniture  or  bulidings  result- 
ing from  carelessness. 

The  school  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  four  weeks  each.  No 
student  who  is  behind  on  the  books  for  10  days  will  be  admitted  into  the 
dining  hall  or  classes. 

Some  of  the  students  who  board  in  the  dormitories  may  reduce  their 
expenses  by  doing  work  needed  in  various  departments  of  the  institution. 
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TUITION 

Tuition  in  the  Normal  School  Department  is  free  to  those  who  live 
in  North  Carolina  and  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  North 
Carolina.  Those  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $18.00  tuition 
The  school  is  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  for  the 
public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who  take  advantage  of 
the  school  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  shall  pay  the  tuition  charges. 


PRACTICE  AND  OBSERVATION  SCHOOL 

Each  pupil  who  enters  this  Department  will  be  required  to  pay  an 
entrance  fee  of  $2.00  for  the  year.  The  following  tuition  will  also  be 
required : 

First,  second  and  third  grades,  $1.50  per  month. 

Fourth  and  fifth  grades,  $1.75  per  month. 

Sixth  and  seventh  grades,  $2.00  per  month. 

All  payments  are  to  be  made  promptly. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

1.    OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  State  Normal  School  is  the  training  of  teachers 
for  the  Colored  public  schools  of  North  Carolina. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1891  made  it  possible  for  this  school  to 
begin  on  January  4,  1892.  The  State  Normal  School  has  stood  as  a  beacon 
light  on  the  shores  of  Eastern  North  Carolina  from  the  first  day  school 
was  started  until  now. 

Many  of  the  students  of  this  school  have  made  fine  records  in 
teaching,  in  business,  and  in  some  of  the  leading  Universities  of  America. 

2.  FIELD 

The  State  Normal  School  is  situated  in  a  field  where  great  service 
ean  be  rendered  to  our  State.  Since  Eastern  Carolina  has  a  large  group 
of  rural  people,  this  Eastern  Section  looks  mainly  to  this  school  for 
teachers  and  leaders  in  their  rural  life. 
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3.    LOCATION 

Elizabeth  City  is  situated  on  the  Pasquotank  River,  in  an  agricultural 
Section  where  are  grown  many  of  the  leading  crops  of  our  State  and 
where  this  great  trucking  section  can  reach  the  Eastern  markets  by 
boat  and  train. 


4.  RELIGIOUS  LIPd3 

The  Opening  Exercises.  The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8 :55  a.m.  to  9 :20  a.m.  The  exercises  consist 
of  singing,  Scripture  reading  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are  occasionally 
made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal,  and  members  of  the  faculty. 
Important  announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The 
Faculty  as  well  as  the  students  should  attend  these  exercises,  in  which 
all  find  pleasure  and  profit.  No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from 
the  opening  exercises.    An  attentive,  respectful  attitude  is  required. 

Prayer-meeting.  On  Wednesday,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer-meeting.  This 
meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the  school  vigor- 
ous and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meetings  of  the  school. 
All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in  the 
meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us  all  on  a  level,  in  a  way  which  no 
other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations.  The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepening  the 
moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These  meet- 
ings are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  3 :30  p.m.  Every  student 
is  expected  to  be  a  member  of  one  of  these  associations  and  to  be  in 
regular  attendance  upon  them  on  each  Sunday  afternoon.  The  annual 
fee  is  $1.00. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  attend  the  Sunday  school  every  Sun- 
day morning  unless  providentially  hindered. 

5.    LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

Lyceum.  The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the  students, 
but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the  students  an 
opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary  usages  and  to 
have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The  society  meets  week- 
ly and  renders  an  occasional  public  program.  The  meetings  of  this 
organization  are  very  interesting  and  beneficial. 


6.    ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

Athletic   Association.     The   students   have   an   Athletic   Association, 
officered  by  the  student  body  and  under  the  direction  of  faculty  advisors. 


REGULATIONS 

Students  must,  be  decent,  respectful,  orderly  and  well  behaved  at  all 
times.    They  must  obey  cheerfully  when  spoken  to. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship, students  must  conform  to  habits  of  truthfulness  and  honesty  of 
purpose,  action,  and  work. 

Students  must  refrain  from  the  use  of  profane  language,  card  play- 
ing, and  lounging  about  streets.  Students  should  not  associate  with 
persons  who  are  immoral,  untruthful  and  careless  in  their  deportment. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  if  the  school  au- 
thorities find  out  that  he  has  in  his  possession  firearms.  We  earn- 
estly advise  that  guns  be  left  at  home. 

Students  must  be  sober. 

We  advise  students  to  be  courteous  and  respectful  to  their  in- 
structors, fellow  school  mates,  and  to  all  other  persons  on  all  occasions. 

There  shall  not  be  any  passing  up  and  down  either  one  of  the  halls 
during  school  hours  nor  shall  there  be  permitted  any  disorderly  conduct 
in  the  building  or  on  the  campus  while  school  is  in  session. 

Students  must  keep  separate  on  campus. 

This  institution  positively  prohibits  students  connected  with  it  from 
the  use  of  tobacco  and  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

The  boys  and  girls  have  separate  play  grounds  for  their  athletic 
activities  and  other  activities  and  are  requested  to  remain  on  their 
respective  territories. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  of  the  insti- 
tution is  required  on  the  part  of  every  student.  Boys  must  not  lounge 
around  the  Girl's  Dormitories  at  any  time. 

Every  student  is  required  to  attend  promptly  and  regularly  Sunday 
school,  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  pray- 
er meetings,  which  are  planned  by  the  institution  for  the  benefit  of  the 
student  body. 

All  students  must  obtain  permission  before  leaving  either  dormi- 
tory or  campus.  Students  must  never  be  out  without  permission  or 
chaperon.  Hours  will  be  fixed  when  all  students  must  be  in  their 
rooms. 

Students  who  have  not  done  satisfactory  work  in  the  Third  year 
High  School  Class  and  whose  conduct  has  not  been  commendable  will 
not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Fourth  Year  High  School  Class  until  there 
is  a  change  for  better  in  their  general  conduct  and  satisfactory  im- 
provement made  in  their  class  work. 

Every  student  should  attend  school  180  days  each  year  in  order  to 
be  eligible  for  promotion. 
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Each  student  must  enter  school  on  one  of  the  first  three  school 
days. 

Fee  for  registration  after  third  day  will  be  $1.00. 
We  advise  that  every  young  person  own  a  Bible,  which  should  be 
read  daily   and   prayerfully.     The   cultivation   of   such   a   worth   while 
habit  would  evidently  add  grace  and  beauty  to  the  life  and  Christian 
character  of  our  young  people.

IMPORTANT  STATEMENT 

All  students  must  purchase  textbooks.  Please  bring  from  $5.00  to 
$8.00  for  books.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order  that  we  may 
have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  department. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  Dormitory  should  bring 
four  sheets,  two  pillow-cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers, 
umbrella,  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  students  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth 
City  will  room  and  board  in  the  dormitories  and  furnish  their  rooms. 

Instructors  will  be  required  to  pay  the  same  board,  room  rent,  fuel 
and  light  fees  as  students.  If  special  board  is  required,  an  additional 
proportionate  charge  will  be  made. 

Some  of  the  students  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  work,  which 
will  reduce  their  board  bill. 

Enter  school  on  the  first  day  and  remain  until  the  session  closes. 

Not  more  than  30  pupils  may  be  admitted  to  the  sixth  and  seventh 
grades  of  the  Practice  and  Observation  School  this  year. 

By  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  there  will  be  no  eight  grade  or 
first-year  high  school  class  maintained  by  this  institution. 

SPECIAL  NOTICE 

All  patrons  of  this  institution  will  please  observe  that  board  must 
be  paid  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  each  month.  If  any  such  monthly 
payments  are  not  made  on  or  before  the  10th  of  the  month  for  which 
board  is  due  the  pupils  involved  are  to  be  dropped.  Each  teacher  and 
pupil  will  be  required  to  pay  $14.00  per  month  beginning  September 
1926.  This  regulation  was  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
State  Normal  School,  May  29,  1925.  Remember  four  weeks  or  28  days 
make  a  boarding  month  and  kindly  arrange  to  pay  promptly.

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 

AIM  AND  SCOPE 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  elementary 
public  schools  of  the  State.  The  courses  consists  of  two  years  of  sthdy 
in  which  the  major  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  history,  principles  and 
methods  of  education.  The  purely  professional  subjects  are  supple- 
mented by  such  subject  matter  studies  as  will  give  the  student  a 
wider  academic  background  for  his  professional  equipment 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  Department  the  applicant  must  be  a 
graduate  of  an  approved  high  school,  or  its  equivalent,  and  must  pre- 
sent evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen  (15) 
units  of  secondary  work. 

GRADUATION   REQUIREMENTS 

Graduation  from  the  Normal  Department  is  based  upon  the  satis- 
factory completion  of  at  least  150  quarter  hours  of  work.  A  quarter 
hour  of  work  is  a  recitation  occurring  five  times  a  week  for  twelve 
weeks.  Five  subjects  may  be  taken  concurrently;  and  as  the  school 
year  is  divided  into  three  quarters,  75  quarters  hours  of  credit  may 
be  acquired  during  each  year. 

DIPLOMA  AND  CERTIFICATE 

A  Diploma  will  be  awarded  to  all  who  complete  this  course.  Fur- 
thermore, by  special  arrangement  those  who  complete  the  course  will 
be  granted,  without  examination,  a  primary  B  or  grammar  Grade  B 
Certificate  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

PRACTICE  TEACHING 

Practice  School  of  seven  elementary  grades  is  maintained  on 
the  campus  under  the  direction  of  trained  critic  teachers  to  provide 
student  teachers  with  instructive  observation,  participation,  and  prac- 
tice. Thus  students  learn  to  teach  by  teaching  under  supervision  and 
guidance,

This  department  aims  to  give  a  solid  secondary  education.  Being 
an  accredited  State  high  school,  it  meets  the  needs  both  of  those  who 
desire  to  pursue  the  Normal  course  here,  and  of  those  who  plan  to 
take  higher  courses  elsewhere. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  second,  third,  and  the  fourth  years 
will  be  examined  in  English,  Grammar  and  Composition,  Arithmetic, 
Geography  and  History.  Those  seeking  admission  to  higher  classes  must 
satisfy  the  committee  on  classification  that  they  are  able  to  pursue, 
profitably  and  successfully,  the  work  of  the  class  to  which  admission  is 
sought. 
No  first-year  high  school  class  will  be  maintained  in  this  institution. 

A  Diploma  will  be  awarded  to  all  who  complete  the  course.

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DOMESTIC  ART 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  thorough  training  in  both  the  theory 
and  practice  of  sewing  and  dressmaking. 

A  three-year  course  in  sewing  is  offered  which  gives  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  sewing. 

SECOND  TEAR 

Hand  Sewing.  Models  will  be  made  of  the  essential  stitches,  seams, 
worked  buttonholes. 

Practice  work  on  hemming  towels,  napkins,  making  collar  and  cuff 
sets,  sewing  apron,  laundry  bag  and  cooking  uniform. 

Talks  on  use  of  thimble,  needles,  pins,  tracing  wheel,  scissors,  shears 
and  tape. 

Machine  Sewing.  Undergarments  and  lingerie.  Theory  work  on 
care  and  use  of  machines.  Drafting  analysis.  Selection  of  materials 
and  trimmings. 

THIRD  YEAR 

Lingerie  and  tailored  blouses,  tailored  wash  skirts,  plain  wash 
dress. 

Theory :  Use  and  alteration  of  commercial  patterns.  Care  and  selec- 
tion of  clothing.  Color  harmony  in  relation  to  clothes.  Costume  and 
its  relation  to  individuals.    The  clothing  budgets  and  the  wardrobe. 

FOURTH  YEAR 

Tailored  woolen  skirt,  ane  piece  woolen  dress  and  silk  dress. 
Remodeling  and  renovating  of  old  clothes. 

Study  of  Textiles.    Textbook:  "Textiles,"  by  McGowen  and  Waite. 

JUNIOR  NORMAL 

Practice  work.  Models  of  all  samples  necessary  for  teachers  of 
domestic  art. 

Theory.     General  review  of  all  theory  work  in  the  High  School  De- 
partment. 

SENIOR  NORMAL 

This  course  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  theory  work.  In  this  course 
Methods  of  Teaching  Sewing  will  be  taught;  special  emphasis  will  be 
laid  on  rural  school  methods.  Lesson  plans  will  be  discussed.  Each 
student  will  be  required  to  outline  a  year's  course  of  study  in  sewing. 

Courses  will  be  given  in  Millinery,  Tailoring,  Costume  Design, 
Basketry  and  Weaving  to  any  applicant 
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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 


SECOND  YEAR 

The  first  course  in  cooking  is  based  on  food  principles  and  the 
selection  and  preparations  of  foods.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  care 
of  the  kitchen  furnishings  and  equipment. 

The  second  year  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  food  preservation, 
menu  making,  and  home  sanitation.  During  this  course  instruction 
in  the  simple  processes  of  housewifery  is  continued,  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  furnishings  and  care  of  the  dining  room  and  living 
room. 

Text.      Greer's  "Textbook  of  Cooking". 


THIRD  YEAR 

This  course  deals  with  dishes  of  a  more  complicated  nature  and 
with  dietetics,  serving  and  laundry  work. 

Text.    Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

FOURTH  YEAR 

Cooking  in  the  fourth  year  deals  with  the  amount  and  kinds  of 
foods  needed  by  the  body  for  growth  and  health,  invalid  cookery,  and 
school  lunches. 

Text.    Kinne  and  Cooley's  "Foods  and  Household  Management." 

JUNIOR  NORMAL 

In  this  course  a  study  is  made  of  the  proper  nourishment  of  the 
human  body,  the  balancing  of  meals,  and  lunch  room  cookery.  Instruc- 
tion is  also  given  in  household  management  and  marketing. 

SENIOR  NORMAL 

In  this  year  the  fundamentals  of  cooking  are  reviewed  as  a  basis 
for  practice  work  in  teaching.  Advanced1  work,  including  invalid 
cookery,  the  making  of  lesson  plans  and  home  making  are  given. 

Texts.  Farmer's  "Boston  Cooking  School  Book,"  "Parloa's  Home 
Economics. 
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ENGLISH 

The  general  aims  of  the  study  of  English  are  first,  to  enable  the 
student  to  speak  and  write  correctly  and  effectively ;  second  to  acquaint 
him  with  the  best  works  of  our  leading  English  and  American  authors ; 
third,  to  develop  in  him  an  appreciation  for  good  literature  and  the 
habit  of  reflective  reading. 


ENGLISH  II 

The  second  year  English  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  of  the  previous 
year  on  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive  scale,  with  stress  upon  theme 
work,  narration,  description,  exposition  and  argumentation.  The  stu- 
dent becomes  familiar  with  standard  literary  forms  and  acquires  a 
proper  appreciation  of  literary  values. 


ENGLISH  III 

This  course,  designed  for  third  year,  consists  of  a  study  of  the 
theory  and  practice  of  English  composition — oral  and  written.  All  of 
the  fundamental  forms  of  discourse  are  studied,  but  the  greatest  emphasis 
is  put  upon  exposition.  On  the  side  of  literature,  the  history  of  Ameri- 
can literature  is  studied,  and  as  many  poems  of  the  principal  writers 
are  studied  as  the  time  limits  and  reference  material  permit.  Special 
topics  in  Grammar  are  reviewed. 

Texts.  Lewis  and  Hosic's  "Practical  English,"  "Metcalf's  "Ameri- 
can Literature." 


ENGLISH  IV 

This  course,  designed  for  fourth  year,  is  a  continuation  of  the 
course  above,  so  far  as  composition  is  concerned,  with  emphasis  on  Argu- 
mentative themes.  The  work  in  Composition  is  supplemented  by  a  study 
of  the  history  of  English  literature  and  by  an  appreciative  study  of 
typical  examples  of  the  various  literary  types.  Composition  based  on 
the  literature  read,  and  practice  in  debate  are  features  of  this  course. 

Texts.  Lockwood  and  Emerson's  "Composition  and  Rhetoric,"  Met- 
calf's "English  Literature,"  and  Hicho's  "A  Study  of  Types  of  Litera* 
ture.' 
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HISTORY  AND  CIVICS 


SECOND  YEAR 

History  Modern  European.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  secure  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  development  of  Western  Europe  from  the 
days  of  Charlemagne.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  causes  leading 
up  to  the  World  War. 

Text.    Robinson  and  Beard.    Part  II. 

THIRD  YEAR 

(a)  Civics.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  ethics  of  citizen- 
ship and  to  show  the  unity  of  all  human  relationships. 
Text.  Dole's  "The  New  American  Citizen." 
(b)  History.  American.  This  course  is  a  thorough  review  of  the 
chief  events  in  the  development  of  our  government  and  its  institutions. 
The  aim  is  to  enable  the  student,  by  contrasting  present  with  past  condi- 
tions, to  better  understand  our  problems  of  today  and  to  show  them  their 
relation  to  such  problems. 


MODERN  LANGUAGE 


FRENCH  I 


French  offered  in  the  third  year  is  planned  to  give  the  student  an 
accurate  knowledge  of  the  language  both  as  written  and  spoken,  and 
also  to  develop  an  appreciation  for  French  Literature. 

The  work  as  outlined  above  is  carried  on  by  means  of  recitation, 
written  exercises,  and  collateral  readings.  Much  stress  is  laid,  from  the 
beginning,  upon  the  ability  of  the  student  to  express  himself  directly  in 
the  language.  To  accomplish  this  end,  the  class  is  conducted  as  far 
as  possible  in  French. 

Textbook.    Le  Premier — Meras. 

FRENCH  II 

French  of  the  fourth  year  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  above,  with 
the  emphasis  placed  on  composition  and  the  acquiring  of  greater  ease 
in  interpreting  French  thought.  Selections  from  the  best  authors  are 
used  in  this  course. 
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LATIN 

The  four  year  course  in  Latin  is  arranged  so  as  to  enable  the 
student  to  become  acquainted  with  the  forms  and  construction  of  Latin 
grammar,  familiarity  with  standard  Latin  writers  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  historical  importance  and  beauty  of  the  Roman  Period  as  conveyed 
by  such  writers.  It  is  planned  also  to  meet  entrance  requirements  of 
the  standard  colleges  and  universities  of  the  country. 

Bennett's  Latin  Grammar  is  used  throughout  the  course. 
LATIN  II 

The  first  four  books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  used  during  the  Second 
Year;  with  stress  upon  characteristic  arrangement  of  the  author,  the 
motive  and  historical  importance  of  each  campaign,  and  the  common 
construction  in  use. 

Textbook.    Bennett's  Caesar's  Gallic  War. 
LATIN  III 

Cicero's  Orations  are  read  in  the  Third  Year,  including  the  Cati- 
linarian  Orations,  Defense  af  Archias,  Manillian  Law  and  the  Pardon 
of  Marcelius.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  narrative  involved  and  the 
arguments  advanced.    A  thorough  review  in  the  syntax  is  given  also. 

Textbook.     Bennett's  Cicero's  Orations. 
LATIN  IV 

The  epic  poem.  Virgil's  iEneid,  including  the  first  four  books  and  the 
gixth  book  is  read  during  the  year.  The  student  is  drilled  in  the  work  of 
scanscion  and  its  peculiar  application  to  the  ^3neid.  Along  with  the 
narrative,  as  a  supplement,  the  myths  of  Greece  and  Rome,  as  found  in 
Bulflinch's  Ages  of  Fables,  are  studied. 

Textbook.     Bennett's  Virgil's  JEneid. 


MATHEMATICS 

The  three  principal  aims  of  this  department  are:  (1)  to  prepare 
the  student  for  the  practical  application  of  mathematics  to  every  day 
problems;  (2)  to  develop  in  him  power  in  mathematics  methods  of 
reasoning;  and  (3)  to  give  him  a  good  foundation  for  higher  mathe- 
matics. The  following  courses  are  offered  from  the  ninth  through 
the  eleventh  grade. 

SECOND  YEAR 

Algebra  II.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Algebra  I.  Common  divi- 
sors, multiples,  simple  equations,  simultaneous  equations,  quadratics, 
exponents,  and  problems  in  the  form  of  equations  are  given  special 
attention. 

Text.     Milne's  '<High  School  Algebra." 

THIRD  YEAR 

Plane  Geometry.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  rectilinear  fig- 
ures, triangles,  the  circle,  proportion,  polygons,  proportional  lines, 
and  numerical  properties  of  figures. 

The  solution  of  original  problems  and  figures  is  required  through- 
out the  course. 

Text.     Wentworth  and   Smith's  "Plane  Geometry." 


SCIENCE 

The  courses  of  study  in  the  Science  Department  are  planned  to 
give  training  in  habits  of  precision  in  accurate  observation,  in  reason- 
ing, in  devices  of  experimentation  and  in  an  understanding  of  the 
valid  grounds  of  proof  and  the  logical  basis  of  generalization. 

SECOND  YEAR 

Biology  is  offered  in  the  second  year  to  give  still  a  broader  aspect. 
Various  type  animals  are  studied.  The  first  half  year  is  zoological  in 
character ;  the  second  botanical.    Field  work  will  be  observed. 

Text.     Smallwood,  Beverly  &  Bailey's  "Practical  Biology." 

THIRD  YEAR 

Physics  will   be  offered  in  the  third  year.     This  subject  will  ac- 
quaint the  student  with  the  relation  of  energy  and  matter. 
Laboratory  work  will  be  emphasized. 
Text.     Carhart  &  Chutes  "First  Principles  of  Physics." 

FOURTH  YEAR 

Chemistry.  This  year's  work  concerns  itself  with  the  principles 
ofr  which  the  science  is  based.  Stress  will  be  laid  upon  certain  proc- 
esses and  materials  in  their  application  to  the  commercial  arts. 

Text.     Brownlee,  Hancock,  Fuller  and  others.
